One of the great and as yet un- 
answered questions of military 
science is this: "Which is the 
mora vital weapon— air power or 
sea power?" 

Ten or fifteen years ago an Ital- 
ian strategist developed the theory 
that the bombing airplane had 
made all other weapons of war al- 
most obsolete — that the nation 
with overwhelming strength In 
the skies could force any enemy 
to capitulate in a matter of weeks. 
That theory, which was more or 
less widely accepted by the Ger- 
mans, has proven wrong.- Bri- 
tain has been given incredible 
punishment by the Luftwaffe, 
with n^perceptlble break in the 
people's morale, and with relative- 
ly little effect on British indus- 
trial production. 

Another school, which had 
many followers in England and in 
this country, held that the air- 
jplane, highly developed as it might 
^>e, would be nothing more than 
an auxiliary weapon— that bat- 
tle fleets and land armies would 
still be the determining factors. 
And that theory has also proven 
a mistaken one. Germany's air 
power was her prime weapon in 
effecting her successes in Poland, 
the Low Countries and elsewhere. 
To a very great extent, the Reich 
land troops simply mopped up, 
after the air divisions had ter- 
rorized populations, confused op- 
posing armies, and made effect- 
ual resistance impossible. 

One thing the Battle of Crete 
may do is to supply, something of 
an answer to the long air-power- 
versus-sea-power agreement. It 
is not a perfect test. But it is the 
best test that has yet occurred. 
The British have overwhelming 
sea power, and British squadrons 
did yeoman work in scattering and 
destroying German sea-borne 
transports. The. Germans have 
overwhelming air power, and their 
air transports hava successfully 
landed thousands ot cri."; Naii 
troops at vital points.

Gas Tax Would Hit 
Virginia Motorist { 

Virginia motorists, a majority 
of whom earn less than $30 a 
week, would be hit hard if Con- 
gress adopts the proposal before 
it to increase the federal gasoline 
tax to 2» 2 cents per gallon, E. A. 
Kyhn, secretary or the VlEginia 
Petroleum Industries Committee, 
said today. 

"Mere than half of the ear-own- 
ing families in this state, govern- 
ment studies Indicate, have in- 
comes of less than $30 a week. If 
the federal tax is increased the 
levy v/ill then take each year an 
average of half a week's income 
from a majority of the car-own- 
ing families in Virginia," said 
Mr. Kyhn. "That will be in ad- 
dition to the high state automo- 
tive taxes, which absorb two 
week's income of many families. 

"Motor fuel is not a suitable base 
for taxation by the federal gov- 
ernment. It is hot a luxury. It 
is used by wage earners to get to 
and from their jobs, by wives to^ 
do the marketing and to take the 
children to school. Gasoline 
makes great contributions to the 
economic and social welfare of 
families with modest incomes, 
elevating considerably their stand- 
ards of living at small expense. 

"Motor fuel ranks with food, 
housing and clothing in the lives 
of American families. Sound tax- 
ation policies demand that undue 
burdens are not placed upon the 
table, the rocf, the raiment cr the 
transportation of the families 
with modest and low incomes in 
the United States," continued Mr. 
Kyhn. 

"It* io imrioftaSt t*at smnd tax- 
ation policies should prevail in 
this country during the coming 
difficult years. Motor fuel the 
country over L; carrying a burden 
of federal and state taxation that 
averages nearly half of the retail 
price. N') ether commodities, ex- 
cept luxuries, are subjected to 
such heavy taxation. ' Instead of 
iuci'ca in? the load on this com- 
modity, efforts should be made to 
di*trirjuj;e the present burden 
more equitably,"

In the oath which all immi- 
grants must take before they be- 
come citizens, which all citizens 
must take before they may hold 
any public office or commission in 
our armed forces, men swear to 
defend the Republic against "all 
enemies, foreign and domestic". 
The first we understand. We 
know who they may be. Colored 
spots on the map show where they 
live. We can photograph their 
bombers, tanks, battleships. And 
against these possible foreign foes 
we have_, voted seventeen brllian 
doUafswithout question or hesi- 
-tation. 

That America— the old America 
—can be conquered by any for- 
eign foe few are so timid as to 
believe. But domestic enemies are 
d i f f i r e n t and dangerous 
Thoughtful men have become 
concerned about them. 

At the moment I am not think 
ing of the fifth column, the Tro- 
jan horse, the subsidized agent 
of a foreign power. We have 
had them before. During the 
War of the American Revolution 
the colonies were honeycombed 
with disloyalists. But neither 
"malice domestic" nor "foreign 
levy' prevented Yorktown. 

Arms did not win our freedom. 
In "reeking tube and iron shard" 
we were hopelessly outnumbered 
But in Washington's soul and in 
the, hearts of his continentals 
was . the spirit of sacrifice — 
something Hessian soldiers did not 
possess. , 

Have we that today? Only last 
summer Marshall Petain said 
Prance fell because Frenchmen 
demanded rights and shirked dut- 
ies. It fell because they had be- 



come soft, fat and corrupt. It 
regarded government as a" cow to 
be hv'lked e and not a watchdog to 
be fed. « 

Is that a picture of America or 
' | Is it not? Only the other day I 
read of a labor union .demanding 
that the factory make up the dif- 
ference between the soldier's pay 
of the coneripted worker and his 
former wage at the factory. No 
sacrifice for country. You read, 
too, of employers unwilling 
to take government contracts 
unless insured against every 
hazard of the job. And 
curiously, those who say 
that' the present war is our war 
also insist that "of course we will 
not send our boys overseas"; that 
we will let the British do our 
fighting for us. Their war cry 
is: "We will fight this war to 
the last Englishman". 9 

I never thought I would live to 
see Americans ask "Hessian sol- 
diers" to fight our battles. In 
saying this, I di not admit that 
it is our war, but those who say 
it is, in high places or low, have 
adopted an ignominious attitude 
toward it. 

We must not "sacrifice any re- 
cent social gains". Time and a 
half for war work must be paid, 
not to those on sweatshop wage, 
but to the highest paid worker, 
to be charged to his own children. 
And taxation — what is our at- 
titude toward that? The income 
tax base should be broadened, to 
include millions now exempt, and 
those now payhig should pay twice 
as much. Yet Congress and the 
President are fearful to levy these 
necessary taxes which should be 
accepted without protest provide- 
ed rigid economy is enforced in all 
government outgo. We are not 
yet levying sufficient Federal 
taxes to pay even the ordinary

larger cities. The cost of this was under- 
written by local business concerns. The re- 
sults proved to be most satisfactory and the 
return profitable. There was little expense 
in the operation other than the actual cost 
of publicity. 

This year the Advertising Board had plan- 
ned to extend its activities in view of the fact 
that foreign travel has been greatly limit- 
ed. The officials have already started a 
campaign to raise the necessary funds. So 
far the response has been slight. It seems 
that it would be encumbered upon every ho- 
tel, cottage, boarding house and business con- 
cerns to contribute to this fund as each con- 
tributor has received direct benefits from 
the experiences of last year. 

Everyone assumes that Virginia Beach 
will have a peak season this year as a resultof 
the various Government activities. How- 
ever, it may not be wise to be too optimistic 
as those activities may prove in a sense de- 
trimental. 

It is a well known fact that the best adver- 
tisement that any community can possibly 
have is that by word of mouth. It is, there- 
fore, essential that every opportunity avail- 
able under the present conditions should be 
taken advantage of for future prosperity. 
With this thought in mind it is urged that 
full support be given to the efforts of the 
Advertising Board in order that they may 
carry on with the work that it has so suc- 
cessfully accomplished i n its brief life

If all the statements made by the advo- 
cates of "ism" systems were as true as they 
are arrogant, representative democracy 
would be a very feeble and ineffective way 
of life by comparison.

In the early days of 
the "motor car" there were people who 
doubted its effectiveness, and shouted "Get 
a horse!" Then, as later improvements 
proved its worth, there were others who were 
quite sure that it had reached a stage of 
near-perfection. But constant trial, con- 
stant effort, have made the automobile bet- 
ter each year/ 

, Similarly, 'the author observes, there are 
those who look at governments that depend 
on such gradual progress and who shout 
"Get a leader!" They feel that if one man 
is allowed to make all the decisions, a better 
product will result than if many people are 
allowed to contribute their ideas. 

Not merely the analogy of the automobile. 
but the whole gradual but tremendous de- 
velopment of our American habit of life, 
denies the "isms" approach. Constant test- 
ing, constant open-mindedness, a willingness 
to listen to the ideas of others — these arc 
the ways a better product is made. It is the 
way, too, that the most desirable — and in the 
long run the most effective — kind of govern- 
ment can be built !

For a long time it has been the thought of 
the News that efforts should be made by the 
Township to procure an independent water 
supply. It was realized however, that the 
financial condition placed a recreation on 
all efforts to that end. It is believed that 
the cost of the water supply to the Town 
as well as the consumer has been exorbitant 
and that thoughts should be given towards 
the propects of a locally owned system. 

Recently an individual corporation has 
proposed to>-construct an independent sup- 
ply plant at a 25 % less cost of consumption 
than that which now exists under the con- 
tract with the City of Norfolk. This, un- 
doubtedly, is a step of progress. In fact, it is 
almost a necessity^ the City of Norfolk 
under the present circumstances does not 
quarantee an adequate supply. 

The proposal made by the private corpor- 
ation has been virtually accepted by the 
Council without* any suggestion of compe- 
titive bids or conditions of ultimate owner- 
ship. It is true that this corporation agrees 
to make a financial outlay for the construc- 
tion of sufficient water mains to almost 
immediately furnish 500,000 gallons of wa- 
ter per day and as time will permit to place 
facilities for 2,000,000 gallons per day ± 

w proposal s eems ideatijutittsTelt that 
some provision should be made whereby the 
Town would be able to purchase the sys- 
tem on an annual amortization plan. The 
return from the consumer on the present 
scale which has been somewhat unreason- 
able has proved to be most profitable to the 
Town. These profits could be segregated 
and placed in a special fund for this purpose 
and in the final end the Town would be the 
owner of the system and could reduce the 
cost to the consumer. 

At the present time the Citv of Norfolk 
has been furnisning to Virginia"Beach under 
full capacity of the main during the peak sea- 
son a million and tjjyiee quarers gallons of 
water. It is proposed that the additional 
supply of water will be put through the 
City mains from the point at Laskin Road. 
It is hard to conceive that an additional 
half million gallons can be forced hrough 
mains which are already taxed to capacity. 
It is believed that if the corporation desires 
a contract to furnish water to the Town 
tha^t it should immediately place its own 
mains in direct contact with the reservoir 
and not depend on mains which are already 
over taxed and to another municipality. 

Furthermore, it is believed that in view 
of the fact that the Town is making prepara- 
tions for a permanent water system that 
proposals should be advertised for compe- 
titive bids and not granted to one concern 
without further investigations.

tage or boarding house. There 
are over eighty hotels on Virginia 
Beach and thus far only fourteen 
of these have seen fit to contri- 
bute, but these along with busi- 
ness men have contributed a total 
of approximately $2,000. There 
is a nasty word "parasite" that 
could be applied to those who do 
not contribute to this very worth- 
while civic venture. The resort 
operator who benefits from the 
advertising paid for by his com- 
petitor can be justly called a para- 
site. It is usually this type of op- 
erator who contributes nothing to 
the civic welfare of the Beach, who 
is a rate cutter, and who is the 
one who gouges the tourists when 
the Beach is fortunate enough to 
be full to overflowing. 

There is a tendency on the part 
of hotel operators on the Beach 
to be overly optimistic about the 
coming season. Figures of the 
American Hotel Association and 
the American Automobile Associ- 
ation show that winter resort 
business this year in all sections 
was off thirty per cent. 

There is no doubt that Virginia 
Beach will enjoy a wonderful 
weekend business throughout the 
summer months, but the vaca tlon- 
ists wbo^come and stay a long 
time are apt to stay away unless 
there is some advertising done. 

Unless there is advertising by 
the Advertising Board there can 
be no free publicity, because 
newspapers do not cooperate with 
people who do not advertise with 
them. There is a great need for 
publicity to counteract the many 
wild rumors that are being cir- 
culated throughout the North and 
South to the effect that Virginia 
Beach is filled to overflowing, to 
the effect that Virginia Beach is 
a military encampment and has 
been taken over by the govern- 
ment. 

Unless there is, publicity and 
advertising to offset these rumors, 
we may have a season that will 
be one of the worst in the his- 
tory of Virginia Beach instead of 
one of the best. 

There is to be a meeting of 
the Virginia Beach Adevtising 
Board, to ^which every business 
man, every hotel and cottage own- 
er, on Virginia Beach, regardless 
of the size of their cottage or 
business, is cordially invited to 
attend. This meeting will be 
8:00 P. M. on Friday, June 6th, 
at the Cavalier Hotel. It is the 
c,ivic duty of every business per- 
son in the Virginia Beach area 
to make suggestions as to where 
the advertising shall be placed, to 
make suggestions as to the copy 
and to contribute their just share 
of the advertising expense. 

The Adverising Board is an un- 
selfish organization and un- 
less more citizens show their in- 
terest — the Advertising Board will 
go by the board and it will be too 
late to insure the wonderful sea- 
son that Virginia Beach should 
have if every hotel, cottage, and 
businessman, regardless of the 
size of his business, does not show 
his proper interest.

BOOKS TO OWN 

A recent publication whieh de- 
serves a place in every home is the 
large one-volume anthology of 
folk and fairy tales and legends 
entitled A WORD OF STORIES 
FOR CHILDREN. Edited by Bar- 
ret Clark and M. Jagendorf, this 
is indeed a book to get excited 
about: for it offers a generous 
portion of the purest and most 
beautiful attainments of the hu- 
man spirit, and of the wisdom of 
the ages. "We feel confident", 
the editors write, "that if any 
child were forced (unfortunately) 
to choose one volume from among 
all those published up to the be- 
ginning of modern times, this 
would be the one he could least 
afford to spare*. This reviewer 
is tempted to agree offhand — and 
to add that every literate adult 
could derive immense profit from 
it, too. 

Is it not true that the world's 
wisdom is stored in ' the simple 
fables and tales — enthralling to 
the youthful mind — which have 
come down to us from many lands 
and many centuries? This col- 
lection of "inescapable standard 
classics" reaches back to remote 
antiquity and extends to the end 
of the last century. There is not 
a single piece of "trash" in it; not 
one story or fable unworthy of 
that concentration of poetic pas- 
sion, of good faith and eager, crea- 
tive thought which the youthful 
mind bestows upon each new ex- 
perience. 

Here are Aesop's Fables, and the 
classic stories from Oreek myth- 
ology; here are Grim's Fairy Tales, 
and those of Hans Christian An- 
derson. Here are the folk litera- 
ture and fairy tales from Arabia, 
Oermany, the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, France, Italy and England. 
A glance through the volume will 
stir childhood memories as one 
comes upon the old favorites: 
Cinderella, The Fox and the 
Grapes, The Hare and the Torto- 
ise, The Wolf in Sheep's Clothing, 
The Golden Fleece, The Story of 
Midas, Ali Baba and the Forty 
Thieves, Aladdin and His Wonder- 
ful Lamp, Tom Thumb, Rumple- 
stiltskln, Hansel and Gretel,— and 
dozens of others. And they are all 
classics of simplicity. How much 
more worthwhile they are than 
endless "funny sheets"! 
— Who-mdeed could read — orre^ 
read"— The King of the Golden 
River, for example, and fail to 
react to its exalted beauty which 
so clearly transcends the passing 
agonies of our time? Yet that 
classic of truth is but one of two 
hundred and thirty- two include 
within the covers of this book. Out 
of these pages come the deepest 
realities of existence — presented 
in the memorable guise of en- 
chanted beings and magical 
events, or in trie simple morality 
of the animal fables: fit liter- 
ature for children, who reach in- 
stinctively toward what is worthy, 
and reject the unworthy with a 
zeal as great as that of the con- 
quering hero of fable or legend. 
May this splendid volume achieve 
the wide circulation it assuredly

As Others See It 



SEIZING THOSE HEMISPHERE 
OUTPOSTS 

(Richmond Times-Dispatch) 

There can be little dougt that, 
in view of Mr. Roosevelt's state- 
ments in his address to the world 
on Tuesday night, he may put 
this country into what amounts 
to war with Germany, without 
asking permission from Congress. 
For he asserted that the United 
States would use its own judg- 
ment in moving to prevent oc- 
cupation by the Nazis of outposts 
which threaten this hemisphere, 
ahd Arthur Krock says in t the 
New York Times that this declara- 
tion apparently is clearly under- 
stood by Congress to mean possible 
action against Darkar, the Azores 
or the Cape Verde Islands without 
consultation with the legislative 
branch. 

Under the construction placed 
upon the Constitution by many 
students of it, including Mr. 
Justice Murphy when he was at- 
torney-general, the President has 
the power to take such steps, with- 
out getting permission from Con- 
gress. Nevertheless, it is strange 
that there hasn't been a greater 
hue and cry from the isolationist 
bloc over such a possibility. An 
effort on the part of our Navy and 
Marines to seize Dakar, the Azores 
or -the Cape Verdue Islands ahead 
of the Axis would be about as 
clear an evidence of a state of war 
as anything could be. 

One logical explanation of Mr. 
Roosevelt's insertion of these 
passage in his address, aside from 
his desire to show that the coun- 
try means business, Could be a 
hope of scaring the Nazis out of an 
assault on the Iberian Peninsula, 
and its key fortress, Gibraltar. 
For the Azores and the Cape Ver- 
de Islands are both Portuguese 
territory, and it seems to be ac- 
cepted that if the Nazis overrun 
any of the peninsula, they will 
take it all, including Portugal 



would implement his threat to 
Hitler at this time. If the Nazis 
should move on any of the three 
hemisphere outposts he mention- 
ed. Perhaps it could be done ef- 
fectively in collaboration with the 
British, and each power would be 
able to supply some of the ingre- 
dients necessary to success. The 
Azores seems the most likely 
possiblity for such joint action, as 
they are 1,400 miles from the tip 
of Newfoundland, and exactly the 
same distance from the south- 
western tip of England.

Behind The Scenes In 
American Business 



DIVERSIONS— You might not 
have guessed it, with all the em- 
phasis on defense production, jgut 
so far "civilian needs" are still 
taking 75 per cent of Uncle's steel 
production. Apparently it can't 
go on in that ratio very long, for 
Gano Dunn of the OPM has re- 
ported that combined civilian- 
and-defense requirements this 
year will exceed capacity by 1,- 
400.000 tons, and by 1942 there 
will be an indicated deficit of 6,- 
400,000 tons. In releasing these 
figures. President Roosevelt in- 
dicated the answer might be to 
put mandatory priorities on steel 
to "divert" it from civilian use. 
At the same time it's reported that 
about 95 per cent of the total 
June production of aluminum 
will be needed for defense pur- 
poses: Zinc, "essential oils," gaso- 
line, nickel, and rubber are other 
materials important to both 
peacetime and defense production 
and which, in the new "unlimited 
emergency", undoubtedly.will have 
to be "diverted" to defense needs 
to a greater extent than had been 
anticipated when we first began 
to hear about priorities.

The key to Britain's survival Is 
generally acknowledged to be 
ships, and President Roosevelt 
said in his address to the nation 
and the world on Tuesday night 
that the Axis is sinking them 
twice as fast as America and 
England together can build them. 
Yet the shutdown of 11 Pacific 
Coast shipyards is nearing the 
end of its third week, and nobody 
does anything effective in bring- 
ing this walkout of 2,00 machinists 
to an end. 

The strike has been denounced 
by United States Government of- 
ficials, including the secretary of 
labor; by W illiam Qreen, presto 
dent of the American Federal of 
Labor, with which many of the 
strikers are affiliated, and by the 
executive council of the federa- 
tion. It is termed an "outlaw" 
strike, which contravenes a 
solemn agreement entered into be- 
tween the shipyards and IT 
unions. 

Yet the 2,000 machinists con- 
tinue to hold up nearly all. work 
on half a billion dollars' worth of 
shipbuilding contracts— and this 
in the face of the fact that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has just proclaim- 
ed a total national emergency, 
and put the country almost in a. 
Already it seemed certain thatj staie of war with the Axis. 

In his fireside chat, the Presi- 
dent was unequivocal in his state- \ 
ments that production would 
have to reach maximum levels, 
and that neither capital nor la- 
bor could be allowed to interfere. 
Among various assertions on the 
point he declared that "this Gov- 
ernment is determined to use £tt 
of its power to express the will of 
its people, and to prevent inter- 
ference with the production of 
materials essential to our na- 
tion's security." That was Tues- 
day night. The next afternon, 
he said that if strikes continued, 
some action would have to be ta- 
ken. ^ 

Jt is now Saturday morning. 
The 2,090 machinists are still on 
strike, and there is no evidence 
that they intend to stop strik- 
ing, until they are made to do so. 
They are contributing to the 
weakening of the world democra- 
tic front than if they had drop- 
ped a dozen 1,000-pound bombs 
on heart of London. They ought 
to be on Hitler's pay roll, and 
maybe some of them are. 

The question is: What does 
President Roosevelt propose to do 
about it? Did he mean what he 
said on Tuesday night? 



Britain would seek to occupy these 
islands ahead of the Nazis in the 
event of a Portuguese invasion, 
but Britain might be so busy. 

. In other sectors that the Nazis 
might get there first. As matters 
stand, Germany must take into 
account the solemn warning of 
President Roosevelt that this na- 
ion wiH not countenance Axis oc- 
cupation of those bases. It may 
be a^ serious deterrent to Nazi 
plans for seizing Gibraltar, al- 
though that seizure can still be 
undertaken without the subjuga- 
tion of Portugal. 

However, another possibility al- 
so must be taken into considera- 
tion, namely, that since Hitler 
must be fully aware of this coun- 
try's unpreparedness for such an 
ambitious project, he may be sti- 
mulated to an even prompter 
seizure of these islands than he 
would otherwise have attempted. 
Nobody realizes more fully than 
the German general staff how 
difficult, if not impossible, it would 
be for us to seize and hold the 
Azores and the Cape Verdes now, 
with the bulk of our Navy in the 
Pacific, the Atlantic fleet engaged 
in extensive patrol, and our sup- 
ply of naval planes at, a low ebb* 
because of the number of such 
planes we have sent to Britain. 
Seizure and permanent occupancy 
of Dakar would be still further 
beyond our reach, owing to the 
fact that as a part of the African 
Continent, it would be in constant 
danger of an armored attack by 
German forces, not to mention 
heavy bombing from the air. 

So it is a.little difficult to see 
just, how President Roosevelt

position a difflcult^one, according 
to late reports. 

If Britain loses Crete, it will be, 
to some extent, an admission that 
air power is superior to sea power. 
Further, it would be an extremely 
serious loss, and would mean the 
end Of British naval influence in 
the Mediterranean. If. on the 
other hand, Britain can hold Crete 
and win a decisive victory there, 
It will be a severe set-back for 
the Germans. > 

Destruction of the battle cruiser 
Hood, by the new German battle- 
ship Bismarck, must be described 
as a disaster. The Hood, despite 
her years, was the fastest and 
most powerful ship-of-the-line in 
the world, and was one of the very 
few ships* which could meet the 
new German super men-of-war on 
even terms in both speed and fire- 
power. She was considered virtu- 
ally unsinkable by some experts, 
and she was depended upon as a 
dominant factor in keeping Bri- 
tain's sea lanes open. The psy- 
chological effect of her loss in an 
engagement in which the German 
fleet was given little punishment, 
will be very bad. It is a safe pre- 
diction that the British Admiralty 
will move heaven and earth to 
retaliate by destroying the Bis- 
marck. 

However, even without the Hood 
the British have 15 battleships 
to Hitler's four, so there should 
be no danger of the Germans 
seriously challenging British sea 
supremacy, unless Hitler's cap- 
tains can perform many more 
miracles comparable to the blow- 
ing-up of the Hood. Best chance 
Hitler has of materially strength- 
ening his sea arm is acquisition of 
the French fleet. Only the in- 
curably optimistic now believe 
that the pro-Axis Vichy govern- 
ment would do much to prevent 
this. Admiral Darlan, second in 
command to the ancient and ail- 
ing Marshall Petain, is violently 
anti-English. 

There is some criticism in high 
quarters of our present Army pro- 
gram. The critics argue that too 
many of our ranking officers are 
still thlflking in terms of the last 
war, and have been incredibly 
blind to the lessons of this war. 

The Army's program calls for 
comparatively few mechanized 
divisions. Backbone is still the 
traditional infantry. While there 
will be more specialization than in 
the past, the emphasis will re- 
main on tremendous masses of 
men with only basic training. 
The critics believe that what 
— we need is -a small, mobuV hv 
tensely specialized, 100 per cent 
mechanized army. They point 
out that the German divisions 



which defeated the French army 
of 3,000,000, numbered only 150,- 
000 men, and that German casual- 
ties were astonishingly light. The 
German theory seems to be that 
one thoroughly trained soldier 
with modern weapons is worth a 
dozen ordinary soldiers armed 
only with a rifle and bayonet 
And so far, that theory has work- 
ed dangerously well. 

There is likely to be talk in Con- 
gress about this soon. There may 
be demands that the Army change 
Its program in the light of" what 
has happened in Europe. Those 
demands will be backed by many 
an expert. ■ 

It is true that the Army has of- 
ten resisted radical change. The 
case of General Billy Mitchell is 
one in point— he was demoted for 
criticizing the Army comand for 
not doing more to develop air 
power. Some say this extreme 
conservatism is the result of the 
Army's system of promoting of- 
ficers largely through the senior- 
ity system, instead of on the basis 
of merit alone. Our generals 
average about 60 years in age- 
Hitler's average 45. Everyon 
knows what happened to France 
which pinned its faith on great 
masses of infantry and old-typo 
artillery, backed by such "im- 
pregnable" fixed positions as the 
Maginot Line.

CraooCTS Expect ChmnI 

Crab fishermen in the Chesa- 
peake Bay area are looking to the 
1941 season with optimism after 
taking into consideration the fact 
that the winter was mild. Hard 
crabs were beginning to show up 
in small quantities on the whole- 
sale markets early in April and 
throughout most of the month 
were reported to be bringing four 
and five cents per pound to the 
fishermen. Because of the earlier 
and more open spring, an In- 
crease over last year's stock is 
expected, with prices, however, 
being about on a level with those 
of last year. Due to the unusual- 
ly warm weather by the middle of 
May. soft crabs were being caught 
in "such great quantities" that 
the price along the Rappahan- 
nock went to as low as 30 cents 
per dozen. 

C. H. Parcels, Statistical expert 
of the United States Pish and 
Wildlife Service, making a survey 
of the trends and conditions of 
, the the Fisheries of Virginia, has 
noted that in getting up the 
license list for 1940 "it was to be 
noted that there was a decrease 
in licenses for the past year — 
especially in the shellfish licenses 
and it is reported that the de- 
crease will be more pronounced 
in 1941." Reason for this decline 
according to fishery experts, is 
due to the fact that so many men 
have gone into defense industri- 
es to work.

"The present heat wave or dry 
spell in Virginia carries with it 
a very real public health risk. 
During and following periods of 
unusual drought a decided in- 
crease In the number of cases and 
deaths from typhoid fever may be 
expected unless definite efforts 
of prevention are undertaken. 
The difficulty of avoiding this 
most undesirable result of drought 
is magnified by the necessity of 
individual rather than govern- 
mental efforts of prevention. 
Though public water supplies are 
materially affected by long periods 
of unusually low rainfall, the con- 
cern in this instance is primarily 
that of quantity or received of wa- 
ter. The necessary additional 
measures to safeguard the sani- 
tary quality of the water is a res- 
ponsibility of the respective towns 
and cities operating under the su- 
pervision and control of the State 
Department of Health through its 
Bureau of Sanitary Engineering. 
The problems of the individual or 
private water supplies, created 
by lack of rainfall, involve not 
only the adequacy of supply but 
also the safety of the water it- 
self. It is this latter factor which 
constitutes the greatest danger 
in regard to typhoid fever and 
other intestinal infections during 
the present drought as it has in 
previous periods of similar na- 
ture, states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
State Health Commissioner.

tional effort in the interests of ef- 
ficiency and economy in the all- 
out defense drive is the strong 
recent trend toward selection of 
public workers of states on the 
basis of tested merit rather than 
"political pull." Commenting on 
the recent adoption of merit sys- 
tems by Indiana and Kansas, 
Mrs. Melville Mucklestone, head 
of the National Consumers Tax 
Commission, pointed out that no 
less than 11 of the 20 states which 
now use this system have made 
the change since 1937.

Even in nor- 
mal times, she said, competent 
workers are needed to conduct 
public business, to save taxpayers' 
money by rendering better service 
at less cost. And all will agree 
that saving the taxpayers' money 
in every non-defense field is espe- 
cially important now.

in a position to take complete responsibility for them The Govern- 
ment thus could start jobs off quickly and gain the advantage of 
centralized management skilled in large scale production in speed- 
ing the program to full bloom. The concerns thmselves undertook 
the difficult tasks represented by these big defense contracts in full 
recognition of a public responsibility. 

The second' stage, which we have already entered upon, permits 
of a multitude of supplementary contracts of great variety calling 
for the facilities of thousands of smaller shops and plants through- 
out the country. But eveh a big defense contract gjven for execu- 
tion to a big company such as General Motors does not mean that 
the big organization is hogging the work. 

Whatever benefits of increased employment there may be in a de- 
fense job they are scattered far and wide in the sub-contracting 
process. For example, the Allison airplane engine is not made in 
Indianapolis alone. Its materials, parts and supplies are drawn 
from 65 different communities extending from Iowa to Connecticut. 
All kinds of things from carburetors to cotter' pins are made by men 
who never saw an Allison engine. But each of these men plays 
in his community just as important a role in defense as the men 
who man the machines in the great Allison plant itself. 

Similarly, The Cleveland Diesel engines that drive the new navy 
.boats are not as people suppose solely the product of Ohio From 177 
different communities spread over 26 states from California to Ver- 
mont come parts, materials and supplies for those marine engines in- 
volving the work of many men in many places. * 

In like manner, an order for a tank or truck or machine run re- 
flected in jobs and materials and services that reach into a thousand 
communities. 



Our Flag Girdies The Globe 

Old Glpry. proud symbol of our 
country, will celebrate its 104 an- 
niversary on June 14, the date 
of Its official adoption in 1777. 
Like the British Empire, which 
takes pride in the fact that the 
sun never sets on its flag, we 
Americans may also claim that in 
some part of the world our Na- 
tional Flag is always floating in 
the breeze. 

We may have fewer far-flung 
possessions than some of the old- 
er nations, yet Old Glory is known 
in every clime and place. For 
example, it is the custom of the 
U. S. Marines to raise our flag 
every morning at eight o'clock. It 
remains flying until sunset. 

Three hours after the Marines 
at naval stations along our east- 
ern seaboard have raised the flag, 
their comrades at other posts 
along the west coast salute the 
colors as they are hauled briskly 
to the top of the flagstaff. 

About two and half hours later I 
the ceremony is repeated in the 
Hawaiian Islands. More than 
five hours will have elapsed be- 
fore the flag is raised by the sea 
soldiers in the Philippines. At 
virtually the same hour, the Ma- 
rines hoist the flag in China, at 
Peiping. Tientsin or Shanghai. 

Several hours later the west- 
ward march of daylight catches 
the fluttering folds of the Star- 
Spangled Banner flying over Am- 
erican Consulates and Embassies 
in Europe, and soon after the sun 
j has passed its zenith in the Old 
World it is again flung to the 
I breeze on the Atlantic seaboard. 
Thus the Stars and Stripes, be- 
loved standard of a free nation, 
makes its appearance in the early 
morning hours and remains fly- 
ing until the sun disappears over 

the horizon.

HIDDEN HUNGER LOWERS HUMAN HEALTH 



The United States grows too much food, and still there are thou- 
sands who starve for want of it. Too many children who are able to 
eat all they need prefer doughnuts, vitamins. Unfortunately they fail 
to get a healthy start in life. 

Secondary — boys and girls in their teens cut the home dinners and 
mother's foods, and replenish their tummies with candy, various 
sweets, soft drinks, and cigarettes, tibbits, and other things that lack 
nourishment.

Vice President Wallace "toid the delegates: "This conference 
Is firing the opening gun in a real new order — a new order based on 
physcial well-being, equal opportunity, and freedom of the soul." 

Mr. Wallace and other Government officials, and medical and 
health authorities agreed that "wide undernourishment" exists 
throughout the width and breadth of our land, and the President 
wrote to the delegates that "every survey of nutrition, by whatever 
methods cwducted shows that here in the United States under - 
nourishmenr is widespread and serious." 

The seriousness of conditions was estimated by Professor Russell M. 
Wilder of the Mayo Foundation, who told the Conference that more 
than one-third of all families have been buying food which could 
not provide a diet rating better than "poor" by conservative stand- 
ards, and not more than one family in four obtained food which would 
provide a diet rated as good. This meant, he said, that 75% of our 
people were suffering from what is called hidden hunger. .

Comments And 

Resumes on War 



A great deal of the President's 
late talk was given to a restate- 
ment of his foreign policy, so 
there was nothing particularly 
new in it, except for a definitely 
more aggressive tone when he 
spoke of Hitler and the Axis. 
However, Mr. Roosevelt emphasi- 
zed a few points which are of 
the highest importance, and which 
he had not covered in the same 
way before. 

First, he made it perfectly clear 
that, in the Administration's view- 
point, our present policy is not 
just an idealistic attempt to save 
England and the British Empire 
i — that, to the contrary, it is bas- 
ed on cold, hard principles of self- 
interest. He~is convinced that 
if England (falls we will be next on 
Hitler's list, and that the wise 
course is to keep the fighting out 
of this hemisphere if possible. 

Second, he said categorically 
that sea control will be the de- 
termining Issue — "If the Axis 
powers fail to gain control of the 
seas they will certainly be defeat- 
ed." Therefore, he and his sup- 
porters reason, it is necessary that 
we keep the democracies' present 
control of the oceans intact. 

Third, he intimated that this 
country, self-defense, may find it 
necessary to control certain areas 
in this hemisphere which now be- 
long to German-dominated France 
— Dakar, the Cape Verde Islands, 
etc. Of these possessions, it is 
probable that only Dakar, which 
Is a fairly well fortified position, 
would be difficult to take over. 

Fourth, and very, important, he 
spoke tellingly of "freedom of the 
seas." To millions of Americans, 
those words carried them right 
back to 1916. "Freedom of the 
seas'.' was President Wilson's 
cardinal point of disagreement 
with imperial Germany— and it 
was Wilson's insistence on this 
point that finally brought us ac- 
tively into the war. When we 
passed the Neutrality Act at the 
beginning of the present war, we 
by indirection, abandoned that 
old policy. And while the Presi- 
dent has said he sees no reason 
' for repealing the Neutrality Act, 
it is clear that he has no inten- 
tion of accepting Germany's ver- 
sion of the rules of- war as they 



apply to the ship traffic of non- 
belligerents. Many think that the 
Neutrality Act, though it is still 
on the statute books, is pretty 
much of a dead letter— at this 
time, the President's powers are 
so vast and so sweeping, and his 
backing in Congress is so great,! 
that laws can be construed pret- 1 
ty much as he wants. j 

The President seems certain j 
that American participation in 
this war can be limited to air and 
naval action of one kind or an- 
other. "While preparing his i 
speech, he referred frequently to 
this," say Columnists Alsop and 
Klntner, "arguing that Germany 
could be strangled by sea power 
and that no large American ex

"If travelers checks — mostly 
of $20.00 denomination — are of- 
fered to you drawn on the La- 
fayette National Bank of De- 
troit, the Euclid Bank and 
Trust Company of Cleveland 
or the Exchange National Bank 
ot New York, please notify 
police headquarters immedia- 
'tely. No such banks exist. 

"Please note the official 
signatures on all such checks 
presented to you. Genuine 
travelers checks are signed by 
'the cashier of the bank on 
which they are drawn. Those 
now being offered in this area 
Carry the signature of an al- 
leged bank treasurer— either 
Franklin R. Pierce or J. H. 
Rinker. 

"Also be on the lookout for 
cashier's checks drawn on the 
non-existent National Sav- 
ings and Trust Company of 
New York. 

"Signatures used so far by 
this gang include W. A. Col- 
lins, J. T. Stsne, J. Barro, C. 
H. Scott, H. E. Howard, an in- 
dividual named Moore and an- 
other named Wood.

Season Hunting 
Prospects Good 

Richmond, June 10.— Broods of 
young turkeys and grouse have 
been seen recently in several parts 
of the state, accordig to the Com- 
mission of Game and Inland 
Fisheries, and sportsmen are look- 
ing forward optimistically toward 
the hunting season next fall. 

Bobwhite quail nest later than 
turkeys and grouse, and broods 
are not expected to appear in large 
numbers until near the end of the 
month. t 

Turkeys whose nests are destroy- 
ed almost always make a second 
attempt to bring off a brood. 
Comparatively few poults are 
produced by these late nestings, 
however, and, the peak of the 
hatching seasMi usually passes 
with the first week in June, ac- 
cording to Henry S. Mosby. one of 
the Commission of Game and In- 
land Fisheries' Field Biologists. 
Mcsby lias recently completed a 
three year study of the wild tur- 
key in Virginia. 

Grouse seldom, if ever, attempt 
a second nesting, and no new 
broods are expected to be added 
to the present supply until next 
year. 

Quail, on the other hand, may 
nest times if their nests and eggs 
are destroyed, and many of the 
birds are successful in bringing off 
broods as late as September. It

DEFENSE SERVICE COMMITTEE 



A group of local citizens headed by E. N. 
Mac Williams have organized themselves to- 
gether in an effort to raise funds to pro- 
vide recreation for the boys who are now 
stationed at the two local camps and in 
addition thereto arrange for the construc- 
tion of a recreational center. This is an 
admirable as well as essential move. These 
boys at best have only limited funds to 
spend for amusements during their leisure 
hours and such pastimes that are afford- 
ed at Virginia Beach are somewhat costly. 
This committee has already given a bene- 
fit dance for the purpose of raising funds 
to this end which proved in part to be suc- 
cessful. Their efforts should be support- 
ed to the utmost by the local business con- 
cerns as well as the local people for their 
interest individually is concerned in addition 
to their duty as a patriotic citizen. 

There will unquestionably be problems to 
be solved in the controlling of the expected 
conditions at Virginia Beach during the 
coming season. In fact these problems have 
already begun to arise. The officers of the 
•two camps have assured their full coopera- 
tion in the effort to meet the arising situa- 
tion and it is believed that they will fulfill 
these assurances to the utmost of their abil- 
ity but there is a certain amount of duty 
and cooperation required from the civilian 
authorities and populace to keep conditions 
within bounds. 

One of the best methods to do this is to 
have a recreational center with hostesses 
where the restless soldier boy may make 
headquarters and find amusements to pass 
away his time during the leisure hours he 
has off duty. It is believed that the Federal 
Government will make a substantial con- 
tribution towards the erection of such a cen- 
ter if the local community will exert its 
efforts towards the success of the program. 
Ultimately th& Town will benefit by the in- 
heritance of the center which could be used 
for municipal purposes. 

At the present time the boys from camp 
have little to do but walk the streets and 
amuse^themselves by making some "Wise-

During the past month the State Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles has conducted an 
extensive campaign towards the end of safe- 
ty in the operation of motor vehicles upon Britain's firemen 
.the highways of the State. However, each 
morning as one picks up the paper he sees 
numerous articles of fatalities and serious 
injuries as a result of automobile accid- 
ents. Some of these undoubtedly are un- 
avoidable; some are occasioned by reckless- 
ness and others by the flagrant disregard 
for the safety of other people as well as 
the dangers imposed upon the operators of 
the automobile by such ruthlessness. 

One of the most patent examples of the 
latter class was exhibited recently in the 
injuring of the sentry at the entrance of 
Fort Story. Each and every individual of 
normal intelligence and capable of reading 
had full knowledge that this road through 
the Government reservation had been clos- 
ed to public use and it is evident that on 
this occasion that the operator of the au- 
tomobile causing the injury of this senry 
attempted to bulge through ;the reserva- 
tion by the method of using a high speed 
believing in that manner that he could pass 
the sentry without hindrance. The sen- 
try nevertheless stood his grounds and per- 
formed his duty as instructed. As a result 
thereof he paid a serious consequence. 

This instant exemplifies two types on Am- 
erican citizenship. One which should be 
glorified in that he did his duty to the limit 
the other ^ould be c o nd e m n e d in 
that he held in Titter disregard the laws 
and regulations of the Governing body and 
the safety of other lives. In our humble 
opinion there is no too severe a punishment 
that could be administered to the latter 
class and the highest respect should be paid 
to the former.

BOOKS TO OWN 



THE LETTERS OF T. E. LAW- 
RENCE (admirably edited by 
Lawrence's friend, David Qarnett) 
is a volume which throws more 
light on the character of the "un- 
crowned King of Arabia" than 
anything that has been written by 
or about him. There are nearly 
six hundred leters collected hefe, 
dating from his schooldays al- 
most to the very dRV of his death. 
They are written to many types 
of people, on nearly every imagin- 
able subject. Such was the range 
of Lawrence's amazing talents 
that no biography has been able 
to encompass them all, and no 
biographer has qualified to create 
the full-rounded "true" portrait 
— though several have claimed 
that distinction. Lawrence of 
Arabia has remained a legend and 
an enigma— In death as in life. 
Yet these letters make him 
distinctly more comprehensible; 
for in them he talks of himself 
and his motives at length with 
an indulgence which he rarely 
allowed himself otherwise. They 
form something of a chronicle of 
his adventures as archaeologist, 
historian, military chieftain and 
strategist, aircraftman, sculptor, 
author and linguist: in England 
and in the Near East. The same 
versatility governed his social be- 
ing—and here we sfee, in the form 
of Lawrence's correspondents, as 
motley a collection of people — 
rich and poor, famous and ob- 
scure, ignorant and educated— as 
ever entered one man's life. 

The letters are direct and clear, 
above everything else. Though 
they give many a hit of his liter- 
ary genius, there is rarely a full 
glimpse. Mostly they are crisp 
and succinct; always they are alive 
and surcharged withat vitality, 
that interest in life and people 
which marked him first and last 
The morbid self-consciousness 
from which he suffered so much 
is also apparent. But it is re- 
lieved by an impish humor which 
was rarely suppressed; and by an 
essential humility which was al- 
ways behind his active genuis. 
Lawrence's letters are permanent; 
and they rank high in their own 
right, as well as in their documen- 
tary value.

The program for building up National Defense is pro- 
gressing very well, and industries and business firms are 
"delivering the goods" according to agreements with the 

Sovernment. The biggest slow-down has resulted from 
rikes, and there are no indications that we have seen the 
last of these. 

The testimony of high Naval officers is that there have 
been only about a dozen ships lost that carried American 
goods. Planes have been flown across the Atlantic to Eng- 
land with practically no loss in transit. 

In the meantime the American Treasury has been giv- 
ing all-aid to Britain, by and with the consent of the Ad- 
ministration and Congress. The number of our own ships 
has been supplemented by reason of the "capture" of ves- 
sels of many nations that sought refuge in our harbors, and 
by new merchant and war vessels being built in our own 
shipbuilding plants. 

The European War isn't going just exactly the way of- 
ficial Washington helped plan it. That may partially ex- 
plain the increase of propaganda by private organizations 
and groups that are trying to bring pressure on the Nation- 
al Administration to drop "neutrality," and the Am- 
erican Navy and our Merchant marine for out-and-out par- 
ticipation in the war. 

But the war mongers are not supported by public opin- 
ion, as has been shown by the Gallup Poll, which has the 
reputation of being thoroughly reliable. The same con- 
dition reported from private investigations is sustained in 
the flood of letters to Senators and Congressmen whose 
mail shows overwhelming opposition to all proposals that 
would send the young men of this country to war.

The existing method of radio broadcasting has been 
built up very expertly during the past 15 or 20 years. All 
the .consumer contributes to the broadcast is the price of 
a radio set which he may use indefinitely. Radio is sup- 
ported by advertising, and the only objection to that is it 
takes a good many million dollars worth of revenue away 
from newspapers and publications. But it's too late to cry 
about that, because it can't be helped. _ 

To what extent radio broadcasting is a monopoly doesn't 
bother the public. But everybody knows that radio is so 
clean that children can listen to it. You never have to 
apologize to a radio — just turn the darn thing off. 

The serious side of present-day radio is that the broad- 
casting stations and the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion are at loggerheads. The Commission is attempting 
to reorganize matters in a way that upsets the calculations 
of the concerns that have put their fortunes into the busi- 
ness and built it up. If radio broadcasting is a giant trust 
it certainly is as good as the telephone company, which mono- 
polizes both sides of the street ; and it is quite as efficient as 
the telegraph companies. 

THE DRAFT AGE 



Washington is as much in the air as the rest of the 
country about age-changes for the selective draft. The 
agitation to lower the draft to 18 years of age, with 26 
years as the top notch, does not hit a popular chord. The 
"swell idea" is that every boy born in future years will have 
to give a year to military training. So why not begin to 
catch the boys when they are young? Some Federal of- 
ficials who are making the United States over propose to 
make military training a permananet policy. 

Other suggestions being weighed propose to raise the 
draft of the young, beginning at 21 and ending at some- 
where below 30 years of age. The first thing we know we 
are going to go totalitarian.

P, units of vita- 
min D. And 800 units is the a- 
mount required by children to give 
them those straight, strong bones 
which all children must have to 
enjoy playing, jumping about, and 
doing all the things boys and 
girls like to do. 

Of course, there is a much 
cheaper way your child can get 
vitamin D. Just let him play out 
in the sunshine summer or win- 
ter and vitamin D will be formed 
in the ski from the action of the 
rays of the sun upon it. Natur- 
ally we get more of this "sunshine 
vitamin' in the summer than win- 
ter. That is why cod liver oil 
should be given by all means in 
the winter. 

But vitamin D alone cannot form 
strong, straight bones without the 
building materials, calcium and 
phosphorus, which are found in 
milk and green vegetables. 
Spinach used to be thought "tops" 
in gree vegetables to supply cal- 
cium for bones but recently nutri- 
tionists have discovered that the 
body cannot make use of the cal- 
cium In spinach nearly as well 
as that from other greens. Other 
greens are, however, easy to get, 
so easy to prepare and serve; and 
they taste so good that there is 
no reason for not serving them. 
In spring, there are lots of wild 
greens which are also very good 
foods. 

There are so many kinds of 
milk that one can get-fresh whole 
milk, dried milk (obtainable at 
a creamery or bakery), evapora- 
ted milk, or skim milk— that there 
is no reason why your child can- 
not have his quart of milk or its 
equivalent every day. Skim milk, 
especially, is a valuable food; it 
is a shame to throw it away or 
give It to the hogs, when it con- 
tains such vegetable building ma- 
terials for young healthy bones.

Uah naval units — that had to be 
done, to buck up a British public 
which was against at the sinking 
of the Hood, pride of the fleet. 
' But the news from Crete is as 
bad as it could be. Again, the 
Germans demonstrated the power 
of 'their air-arm — again they 
showed the finest kind of staff 
and supply work. In losing Crete, 
Britain loses much of her power. 
Some commentators think the 
battle of Crete may have been a 
full dress rehearsal for invasion 
of Britain herself. There is a 
similarity in conditions. The 
Nazis had to come over water, and 
they had to rout out strong de- 
tachments of intrenched defend- 
ers in rugged country. However, 
an invasion of England would 
hardly be so easy. The Lutwaf- 
fe would be given plenty of op- 
position by the RAF— and Eng- 
land is far better defended from 
the point of view of men, posi- 
tions and weapons, than Crete. 
The fact that, according to report- 
ers on the scene, German loss of 
soldiers and planes in Crete was 
staggering, indicates just how 
tough over-water invasion is.

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No matter who wins the war in Europe or China the 
civilian population of the United States will in the future 
wear more and more garments made from substitute or 
synthetic fabrics, according to Harold E. Reed, head of the 
textile school, International Correspondence Schools. He 
said those who have studied the problems of synthetic 
fibers as related to the national defense program agree 
that the first largest use as substitutes for natural fibers 
will be in civilian fabrics. Essential natural fibers will go 
to meet military demands, and to take the place of raw ma- 
terials normally imported. 

As one example of a substitute Mr. Reed said virtually 
all of the fine rabbit hair used in felt hats for men formerly 
was imported from France. A new fiber manufactured 
from casein, a by-product of milk, is now being made in the 
United States. It is blended with natural fur from which 
the finest hats will be made. 

Silk importations are decreasing. As a result rayon 
and nylon are being used in increasing quantities for hosiery. 
Silk is a highly important military fiber and it is the best 
fiber available for parachute cloth and cartridge bags. It 
is not produced in this country. Silk thread used for elec- 
trical insulation purposes would be replaced by acetate rayon, 
fiberprlas, and other synthetics. \ 

One possibility is that at some time the supply of wool 
may be inadequate for military purposes. Remote as this 
contingency appears, it may occur. While the Army has no 
intention of adopting rayon-wool blends as long as pure 
wool fabrics can be obtained, the Quartermaster Corps has 
ordered, for experimental purposes, only, small lots of shirt- 
ings and uniform fabrics composed of a blend of 80% viscose 
rayon staple and 70% wool. 

„ Also, textile manufacturers have submitted part-rayon 
and all-rayon blankets for examination and tests by the 
Army. A campaign hat, in part synthetic fiber, derived 
from casein is an item which has been offered for considera- 
tion. Spun-rayon and wool flannel for hospital use is a pos- 
sibility, according to manufacturers. 

imports of flax and linen have stopped. Substitutes will 
be needed immediately to take the place of linen handker- 
chiefs, towels, table cloths, napkins, draperies, sewing 
thread, fish lines, and other products. Among the synthetics 
suitable for various items are continuous-filament and 
spun-rayon yarns, fiberglas, and permalon. 

Although the domestic supply of cotton seems ample 
to meet military and civilian requirements, there is a scar- 
city of the longer staples. Where short-staple cotton is not 
suitable, high-strength rayon 4a continuous-filament or cut- 
staple form will be employed. Highstrength rayon will pro- 
bably become important in the manufacture of tire cords, 
belting, sail cloth, fiber fabrics, covering for rubber yarns, 
shirtings, and half hose. 

Probably, according to Mr. Reed, the textile industry

CREDIT TIGHTENING— 
There's been talk of need for dis- 
couraging consumer purchases of 
some^ non-defense goods, to (1) 
keep demand from out-running 
production and further hiking 
prices; and (2) to hold down de- 
mand for non-defense goods ^ 
that more productive capacity 
would be available for defense- 
goods manufacture. Fitting into 
this picture is action of two big- 
gest mail order houses to tighten 
up on consumer credit. They're 
reducing the three-year time pay- 
ment now permitted on durable 
goods items by requiring larger 
"down" and monthly payments. 
So far as a quick check-up show- 
ed, big department stores had not 
yet taken similar steps, main- 
ly because they seldom have time 
payment plans running over 24 
months, anyway. At the 
time the American Bankers as- 
sociation circulated a suggested 
schedule of terms for time sales 
financing on household appli- 
ances, equipment and furniture, 
auto accessories and transporta- 
tion. It recommends minimum 
down payments of 15 to 33 per 
cent, and terms of 12 to 24 
months. More drastic tightening 
of such terms — and more widely 
applied— would result if OPM de- 
cided that sales of such items 



RFC RUBBER— The Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation- 
last week announced an appropri- 
ation of $5,000,000 for construction 
of four synthetic rubber factories 
with a yearly capacity of 2,500 
long tons each. They are to be 
leased to B. F. Goodrich, Fire- 
stone, Goodyear and U. S. Rubber 
and will be designed so that year- 
ly capacity can be stepped up 
quickly to 10,000 tons per unit. 
The RFC highlights the brilliant 
record scored in synthetic rub- 
ber's first year in the automobile 
tire field. B. F. Goodrich, which 
only last June brought out the 
first synthetic rubber tires ever 
sold to the American public, now 
reports that several thousand of 
these tires "are giving satisfac- 
tory service on the highways" 
while several hundred leading cor- 
porations are putting them on 
light trucks and company cars, 
to Dispel any over confidence, 
however, it should be pointed out 
that the combined initial produc- 
tion of 10.000 tons a year is only 
a little more than 1% of the 
725,000 long tons of crude rubber 
which the nation is expected to 
use this year. The 10,000 tons 
would last less than a week at the 
current average use of 67,271 
tons per month. Private expan- 
sion of synthetic rubber produced 
for tires "is hampered J>y the fact 
that the cost of synthetic is con- 
siderably higher than the price of 
natural rubber currently 24 cents 
a pound. For other uses, how- 
ever, the various companies have 
developed an estimated 1941 pro- 
duction of between 10.000 and 
15,000 tons of oil-resistant vari- 
eties of synthetics.

Virginians will be proud to cele- 
brate Flag Day, June 14. The 
Old Dominion is rich in its his- 
torical associations and is one of 
the original Thirteen States. 

They will Join the other State* 
of a thoughtful nation in remem- 
bering the birthday of Old Glody. 
beloved emblem of our country 
for 164 years, for it was in 1777 
that the Stars and Stripes first 
waved triumphantly "o'er the 
land of the free and the home of 
the brave." 

Yet even before the Stars and 
Stripes were born the Culpepper 
Minute Men of Virgnia had their 
own famous flag. It bore the rat- 
tlesnake emblem of > the South, 
with its warning words, "Don't 
tread on me," and also the words 
of their illustrious leader, Patrick 
Henry, "Liberty or Death." 

The Culpepper Minute Men 
were as distinctive as their ban- 
ner. They wore green hunting 
shirts with "Liberty or Death" 
in white letters on the bosom. 

The rattlesnake flag is recogni- 
zed as one of the many ancestors 
of the Star-Spangled Banner. A 
flag of a similar type accompani- 
ed the first American naval expe- 
dition to the Bahamas in 1770, 
when arms and ammunition were 
seized by U. S. Marines and blue- 
jackets. . 

At this same period in our coun- 
try's history another flag was 
popular with the colonists. It 
was the Orand Union Flag, or 
Navy ensign, which was sometimes 
called the Congress colors. It has 
thirteen stripes and bore the 
crosses of St. George and St. 
At. Andrew, where the white 
stars in a blue field now appear. 
It also was carried on the expe- 
dition to the Bahamas. 

There is a certain mystery re- 
garding the origin of our flag 
which has never been solved. 
Historians fail to agree as to who 
designed the flag or as to the 
origin of its chief symbolism, the 
stars and stripes, although a 
number of ingenious theories have 
been advanced. * 

Many persons believe that 
Betsy Ross, a Philadelphia needle- 
woman, made the first sample of 
the Stars and Stripes, but the 
fate of that original banner is 
unknown. Soon after it was au- 
thorized by Congress the flag 
was flown at a number of loca- 
tions, and its popularity was as- 
sured. 

Scores of highlights serve to 
brighten our flag's history. One 
of them occurred on February 14, 
1778, when it received a salute 
from the French Fleet in Quiber- 
on Bay, the first salute to the 
Stars and Stripes from a foreign 
power. 

During our war with the Bar- 
bary pirates, Lieutenant Presley 
N. O'Bannon, of the U. S. Ma- 
rines, hoisted the flag at Derne, 
Tripoli, on April 27, 1805, after 
the stronghold had been stormed 
and captured by American blue- 
Jackets and marines. It was the 
first time the Stars and Stripes 
had ever been flown over a for- 
tress of the Old World. 

Our flag also served to inspire 
the writing of our national' an- 
them when Francis Scott Key 
saw "by the dawn's early light" 
the Star-Spangled Banner float- 
ing over Fort McHenry on Sep- 
tember 14, 1814. 

From time to time changes in 
the number of stars and stripes 
have been authorised and both the 
flags flown at Tripoli and at Fort 
McHenry had fifteen stars and 
stripes. 

Yet today, save for forty-eight 
instead of thirteen stars which 
now appear in a blue field, the 
flag is much the same as it was 
1S4 years ago. 

Floating from the lofty pinnacle 
of American idealism, our flag is 
a beacon of enduring hope, like 
the famous Bartholdi Statue of 
Liberty enlightening the world to 
the oppressed of all lands, it 
floats over an assemblage of free 
people from every racial stock on 
earth. 

Old Glory embodies the essence 
of patriotism. Its spirit is the 
spirit of the American nation. Its 
history is the history of the Am- 
erican people. Emblazoned upon 
its folds in letters of living light 
are the names and fame of our 
heroic dead, the Fathers of the 
Republic who pledged upon its 
altars their lives, their fortunes 
and their sacred honor. 

In recent years it has been the 
custom to observe June 14, the 
anniversary of our flag's adop- 
tion, as Flag b*y. it is also an 
opportune time for all Americans 
to renew this solemn vow: "I 
pledge allegiance to the Flag of 
the United States of America and 
to the Republic for which it 
stands, one Nation, indivisible, 
with Liberty and Justice for all."

Muskrat 
Pelt Trappers 

Around a half-million dollars 
realized by Virginia trappers 
from the sale of muskrat pelts 
last season, according to estimates 
based on a recent investigation 
made by the Commission of Game 
and inland Fisheries. 

Donald J. Wooley, Field Biolo- 
gist in charge of the investiga- 
tion, reported that some well- 
managed muskrat marshes in eas- 
tern, Virginia brought an income 
of more than six dollars per acre, 
although the catch was generally 
lower than normal last year. The 
average income per acre from all 
marshes was considerably below 
this amount, since many unman 
aged marshes are over-trapped, 
burned, or grazed heavily each 
year. 

The preliminary survey, to as 
sist the Commission of Game and 
Inland Fisheries in drawing reg- 
ulations concerning muskrat trap 
ping, revealed that most trappers 
and marsh owners' are keenly in 
terested in muskrat manage 
ment and conservation. 
Use Cigarettes to Measure Fish 

Here is a tip from our local 
state game warden. If you are 
a smoker as well as a fisherman, 
and you leave your rule at home, 
you can measure your fish by us- 
ing a cigarette. An ordinary clgar- 
ete is 2 % inches long. The king 
size is half an inch longer. 

In Virginia there is no mini- 
mum size limit on troutjt and all 
fish caught must be included in 
the daily limit of IS. There is a 
size limit on bass. Large mouth 
and small mouth bass must be 
12 inches long to be legal if caught 
east of the Blue Ridge, and 10 
inches if caught west of the Blue 
Ridge. Rock bass or redeye must 
be 6 inches long in all counties. 
The bass season begins June 15 
east of the Blue Ridge, and on 
July 1 in the western counties.

A Stocking For 
Uncle Sam 

In response to a request from 
a Drought Emergency Relief Com- 
mittee, composed of leading farm- 
ers in Virginia. Maryland, Dela- 
ware, and West Virginia in session 
at the Hotel John Marshall In 
Richmond May 28, Southern Sla- 
tes Cooperative agreed to furnish 
to fanners of this area dairy feed 
and seed for forage crops at cost. 

After consulting with repre- 
sentatives of the agricultural col- 
leges in the four states and of- 
ficials of the cooperative, the 
committee drafted the following 
recommendations for meeting 
drought losses: 

Seeding of such emergency hay 
crops as soybeans, cowpeas, and 
Sudan grass anytime between now 
and July 1. This would give a 
good crop of hay before frost if 
weather conditions are favorable. 

Use of domestic rye grass seeded 
in late summer or early fall alone 
or in combination with crimson 
clover. This would provide late 
fall and early spring grazing. 

Where good stands of meadow 
hays are available a second crop 
of hay can be encouraged by using " : 
nitrogenous fertilizer. 

Where spring seeded clovers and 
grasses have been killed, these 
fields should be reseeded in August 
or early September. Fall seedings 
should be stimulated with a min- 
eral fertilizer, such as 0-14-6 or 
0-12-12. 

Culling out poor cows in order 
to make it more profitable to feed 
the higher producers. 

Where clovers and grasses in 
this year's small grain have been 
badly hurt, it is suggested the 
grain be cut for hay or silage and 
then later reseeded to some emer- 
gency hay crop. 

Drought stunted meadows can 
be used for temporary pasture but 
should be top-dressed with fer- 
tilizer to promote a late hay crop 
when the drought is broken. 

Where low quality roughage is 
being fed it would pay to feed lib- 
erally with a good dairy; feed. 
Resolution to Wlckard 

In a resolution addressed to 
Secretary of Agriculture Wlckard, 
the commitee called upon the 
secretary "to take steps to bring 
all possible Federal aid to stric- 
ken farmers in the drought area 
by making clean, sound, adapted 
seeds available for emergency 
forage crops, and summer and fall 
plantings of field and vegetable 
crops, by grants of aid, by freight 
rate concessions, adjustment of 
credit facilities to the emergency, 
and any other measures to bring 
relief. . 

"Immediate help is imperative 
to permit sufficient production of 
human foods so necessary in the 
present unlimited national emer- 
gency," the resolution continued.

Every organized worker, and 
every man who has a responsible 
directive position in industry 
ought to clip out and paste in his 
hat these words from President 
Roosevelt's "Unlimited National 
Emergency" speech: 

"A nation-wide machinery for 
conciliation and mediation of in- 
dustrial disputes has been set up. 
That machinery must be used 
promptly — and without stoppage 
of work. Collective bargaining 
will be retained, but the American 
people expect that impartial re- 
commendations of our govern- 
ment services will be followed 
both by capital and labor." 

There is no disagreement about 
arming the nation. Isolationists 
agree that we must be armed to 
the teeth. So do interventionists. 
Both agree that it must be done 
with utmost speed. Unity on this: 
the job must be pushed relent- 
lessly forward at increasing speed, 
without interruption. 

Unless this job is done, organi- 
zed labor is finished. Privately 
owned Industry is finished. Both 
are in the same boat in this em- 
ergency, and in that same boat 
are all the American people and 
the J way of life we have loved. 
The plainest common sense says: 
"Don't rock the boat!" 

Two things the American peo- 
ple are in no mood to tolerate: 

1. Strikes run to further politi- 
cal policies, formed abroad, and 
strikes called 'for trivial reasons, 
or without completely exhausting 
every effort to adjust reasonable 
grievances and 'to align wages 
justly with changing living con- 
ditions without making them a 
leader, in a rising price spiral. 

2. Any effort to use the emer- 
gency to smash unions, to block 
and nullify genuine collective 
bargaining or legitimate organic, 
ing effort. - ' 

(Let us not deceive ourswes. 
We are not going to achieve a 
completely strikeless industrial 
situation devoid of all labor con- 
troversy. Britain has not achieved 
it, and there is good reason to 
doubt that Germany and Russia 
have achieved complete industrial 
concord, even though by force 
they are able to"* prohibit actual 
strikes. Men held to the job by 
force are not the best or most 
productive workers. 

But the number of strikes can 
be cut below the danger point, 
far below the two million man 
days through them since January 
1. 

Labor leaders, and every man 
with a voice in choosing those 
leaders, must realize that with the 
right to organize goes the duty to 
devote the power of that organi- 
zation to a public cause that may 
now mean life or death. 

Industrial leaders must realize 
that with their right to possess 
and direct private industry goes 
the duty devote that industry to 
the public need in time of crisis. 
Both will, we are certain, rise 
to do their duty to the country 
that has assured them those 
rights.

Our nation is face to face with 
labor conditions which threaten 
Its future. 

Labor dictatorship* which can 
force men to leave their jobs re- 
gardless of their own wishes, the 
welfare of the nation, and in de- 
fiance of government itself, is 
Inexcausable.

Before We Leap 



The following words were spo- 
ken by Winston Churchill. As it 
has become fashionable in some 
circles to consider that stout- 
hearted man as an infallible guide 
to American action, his view of 
our former action is also worth 
reading. 

In an interview in 1936 Mr. 
Churchill said;, "America's en- 
trance in the world war was dis- 
astrous not only your country but 
for the Allies as well, because had 
you stayed at home minded yoUr 
own business we would have made 
peace With the Central Powers in 
the spring of 1917, and then there 
would have been no collapse in 
Russia, followed by Communism; 
no breakdown in Italy, followed by 
Fascism; and Naziism would not 
at present be enthroned in Ger- 
many. If America had stayed out 
of the war and minded her own 
business, none of these isms would 
be sweeping the continent and 
breaking down parliamentary 
government". 

Lord Lothian, another British 
gentleman who came to be consid- 
ered as a reliable American ad- 
viser, had this to say only two 
years before the present war broke 
out: ""I am not against collec- 
tive action by the League against 
_ul internattonal__wrong.. Quite 
the contrary: But such action 
must be subject to two conditions.

What Will Be the Ultimate End? 



The entire universe is in a state of chaos 
as a result of recent wars, existing wars and 
the reprecautions of future wars involving 
Other nations. Some nations are now suf- 
fering the terrorism as a result of their de- 
feat. Others are desperately battling for 
their existence and those not already involv- 
ed are fighting to prepare themselves for 
protection. Some of the defeated nations 
wre succumbed by brute force. Others fell 
as a result of internal disruption. 

It is evident that the United States will 
become involved in the existing world War. 
In fact, it is our opinion that the Country 
at the present time is in a state of war at 
though not openly declared. In view of 
what has transpired it is obvious that the 
foes have great strength and are adequate- 
ly prepared to make an aggressive fight a- 
gainst any and all comers. With this in minV 
it is obvious that it is necessary for this 
country to speed the so called defense pro- 
gram as rapidly as possible. To do this it i? 
essential that there be a complete unity 
among the people of this Country to meet 
.the required conditions. The results in the 
fall of France have taught us the fate of 
internal disruption. 

* Unfortunately there is evidence at this 
time considerable internal disruption in this 
Country which is vastly handicapping prog- 
ress in preparedness. This appears to be 
the workings of a minority rather than a 
majority agitated by the so called fifth col- 
umnists. There seems to be no coordination 
of effort between the Government, Capital 
or Labor. Of the three capital has shown 
the greatest inclination to come to the front 
with its best efforts. Labor, however, hay 
been obstructing progress and handicapped 
such efforts as capital has put forth. The 
ever existing strikes in this emergency ap- 
pear to be tainted with an under current of 
Communism. Thousands of men are giviny 
up their jobs in order to go in military train- 
ing for the protection of their Country in 
which they put in long hours of hard labor 
at little pay but their efforts will be of 
naught if the industrial laborer continues to 
fctrike and not furnish them with the neces* 
nary supplies. The industrial laborer is con- 
tinuing to receive nominal wage and working 
the average hour but now fs attempting to 
take advantage of a crucial condition in an 
effort to profiteer on his labor and showing 
ho inclination of cooperation or spirit of pat- 
riotism. 

The Government has taken little action 
in attempting to push preparedness. It 
merely stands by idly and makes appropria- 
tions of billions of dollars of the tax payers 
money for the purpose of defense. Where- 
as dollars are necessary for defense it is es 
sential that the production of armaments be 
pushed. No legislation or efforts on the 
part of the Government has been taken to 
avert these uncalled for strikes which are 
so determintal to the entire defns program. 
The recent strike in the North American 
Airplan Corporation is a vast significance. 
It involved the closing of one of the large* 1 
plants in the Country which manufactures 
which at present appears to be the most es- 
sential instrument of the present war-the 
airplane. This strike specifically shows 
that labor through their Union leaders 
have no intention of cooperation and are 
acting purely for self motive purposes. 
The Government made no effort through 
its secretary of Labor to avert the said 
strike or to resume operation of the plant 
an4only through a threat of the President 
of taking control of the plant and the ulti- 
mate use of military force and assuming 
direction of operation by military force was 
production resumed. This action likewise 
smacks of Communism. It is in reality the 
confiscation of private capital, for the pur- 
pose of returning labor to work and the 
production of materials for the Govern- 
ment with the owners standing idly by but 
no say so over the use of their capital in- 
vestment. This in spite of their best ef- 
forts to meet the requirements of the dr* 
fense of their Country.

We all recognize the truth expressed by 
this poster. We all know that nothing would 
delight fifth columnists more than fire in 
our defense industries, wasting man power, 
wasting time, wasting money and materials. 
Any fire anywhere serves the fifth col- 
umnists' purpose^ All incendiary criminals 
should be considered as members of the 
enemies' forces. 

America has always had incendiary crim- 
inals. When the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters was first founded, in 1866, it 
organized a Committee on Incendiarism and 
Arson, the purpose of which was to cooper- 
ate with all local authorities in the appre- 
hension and punishment of such criminals. 
Its first efforts were confined to offering 
rewards for their capture. However, in 
1917, it was decided that more aggressive 
measures should be taken. The system of 
offering rewards was discontinued and the 
work of the Committee was broadened to 
include a staff of trained men who operate 
in all parts of the United States.* These in- 
vestigators cooperate closely with state 
fire marshals, local sheriffs, police officials 
and district attorneys, in developing evid- 
ence of arson. Frequently arson racketeers 
are brought to justice after having been 
traced for years across a dozen states. 

The spotlight is now turned on incendiar- 
ism. It menaces our national safety. Un- 
limited public Support should be given to 
the National Board and all other groups 
which are fighting it, and thus safeguarding 
this nation's security.

GROWTH OF THE LABOR UNIONS 



Six years ago there were 4 million labor 
union members in the United States. To- 
day there are 9 million, and leaders of prin- 
cipal unions predict that they will eventu- 
ally have 25 million members. This remark- 
able growth of the unions is credited to of- 
ficial recognition and backing of "collective 
bargaining" by the United States govern- 
ment. 

The unions frequently ignore the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board and take short 
cuts in making demands, threatening strikes, 
and picketing employers. The Government 
has maintained a systematic policy of "hands 
off" in such cases, beginning with the sit- 
down strikes in the automobile industry and 
conting up to the present time. During the 
past few weeks there have been many strikes 
that have closed down industries engaged in 
the production of materials for national de- 
fense and aid to Britain. 

The primary purpose of the National La- 
bor Board as stated in the Act is to prevent 
unfair labor practices "when they affect 
commerce," and the Board has the respon- 
sibility "to prescribe such rules and regula- 
tions as may be necessary to carry out the 
provisions of the Act." The general public 
is entirely familiar with the disputes in re- 
cent months and has been distributed over 
the way in which the rights of employers 
have been trampled under, and the National 
Defense program interrupted. In practic- 
ally every instance no measures, or laws, 
were employed to protect anybody, except 
the CIO and the AF of L. The spirit of the 
laws, and the emergency of war measures 
and administration have been entirely ignor- 
ed. A half dozen branches df the Federal 
Government have been active in proceedings 
and prosecutions against large and small bus- 
iness while at the same time the unions, 
puffed up by their mushroom growth, have 
been unchecked and been permitted to run 
wild. 

It is perfectly obvious that official regu- 
lation and control should be kept on the 
behavior of all kinds of organizations, in- 
dustries, unions, lodges. While millions of 
new members have been added to the 
unions some of these groups have unlaw- 
fully seized private property and defied the 
public interests. 

The question is: What is going to be 
done about it? The official record up to 
date is almost Nothing. The Labor Board 
hasn't tried to protect the employers. The 
Department of Labor's record is Zero. Even 
the War, Navy and National Defense of- 
ficials and the Mediation Board have ap- 
pealed against strikes,, with very little suc- 
cess. 

If we are going to defend this country 
why not begin by establishing peace in in- 
dustry at home? Those millions of workers 
are good, loyal Americans, who* have gone 
into the unions to improve their own wel- 
fare. Evidently, in the events of whirlwind 
membership drives large numbers of union 
folks have not been able to protect them- 
selves against domineering and unscrupul- 



Perhaps no European thinker 
has been more generally misun- 
derstood than Nlccolo Mhchiavelli. 
Pounder of modern political 
science, and astute observer of the 
ways of men and history, he has 
somehow become known as the 
arch apostle evil in the world of 
ideas. But Count Carlo Sforza 
—editor of this fine volume of 
selections from Machiavelli's writ- 
ings — is a staunch champion of 
the author of THE PRINCE. 

Machiavelll was an authentic 
genius — says Sforza— who suffer- 
ed defamation and persecution 
by closed-minded contemporar- 
ies; and who has continued to 
suffer before a prejudiced post- 
erity. The average person as- 
sociates the name Machiavelli 
with the doctrine that might is 
right, and that no cruelty is 
wrong which serves the purposes 
(albeit benevolent) of the Prince 
—or ruler of the state. (Thus 
has he been termed the Father 
of Fascism.) But Sforza insists 
that such is no true estimate of 
him. 

In a thoughtful and somewhat 
persuasive introductory - sketch, 
he makes the claim that Machi- 
avelli was striving earnestly to- 
ward liberty and freedom for 
mankind. Ho alone of the think- 
ers of his time foresaw that the 
empire of the Catholic Church, 
through temporaf corruption, 
must fall. But also he knew that 
the city-state could not endure 
permanently: it too was found- 
ed on tyranny, and the appres- 
sion of the many by the few. 
Where then was he to turn? 

The answer — asserts Sforza — 
he found in the concept of the 
State. His starting point was 
negative: "The Middle Ages have 
brought anarchy; let the State 
be the new emperor". It is true 
that largely he divorced ethics 
and politics. But that was be- 
cause he felt that morals were 
"a social force which would find 
their balance within the frame- 
work of the State". The State he 
conceived of as the individual's 
bulwark against the absolute op- 
pression of feudal society and 
Church authority. Thus, subse- 
quent hatred for this sincere 
thinker has stemmed from re- 
ligious issues; and, preposterous- 
ly, Machiavelli has been held re- 
sponsibile for the twentieth-cen- 
tury perversions of his construc- 
tive work. 

Let those who would under- 
stand the Florentine patriot — 
says the editor— turn to the 
DISCOURSES ON THE FIRST 
TEN BOOKS OF TITUS LIVTUS. 
There will he find the true dig- 
nity of his essential thought. THE 
PRINCE, on the other hand, was 
a mere off-hour diversion. 

The whole subject presents 
ground for wide discussion— 
now more than ever before per- 
haps. Not every reader will ac- 
cept Sforza's impassioned faith 
in the man. But this is certain: 
the much-maligned Machiavelli 
should be studied seriously, not 
dismissed with a self-righteous 
smirk. The writing selected for 
inclusion in this .volume are un- 
failingly stimulating and provoc- 
ative; and they will go far toward 
promoting that desirable study.

Even 
so, civilians will have to continue 
finding "recessities" as long as 
defense needs require all or most 
of the nation's aluminum.

One of the most controversial 
personalities now seen in America 
in terms of helping the public to 
make up its collective mind con- 
cerning the next step to be taken 
by this country in regard to the 
current war is Charles Lindbergh. 
His position, defended* strongly 
by the isolationists and equally 
vigorously attacked by those who 
follow the policies of the presi- 
dent, is a rather strange one. 
Lindbergh was once a great na- 
tional hero, a trail-blazer in the 
art of flying, an International 
authority on the subject of air 
craft. Now he is a prophet of 
British defeat and a believer in 
the idea that America can con 
tinue to remain free in a world 
dominated by the Axis powers. 

A person cannot be criticized 
for expressing his opinions in 
these United States. Free speech 
is still guaranteed by the Ameri- 
can constitution. Nor can mere 
difference of opinion with the 
government on matters of policy 
be used as the sole basis for a 
charge that he is lacking in pa- 
triotic motives. But the hour 
and the manner in which Lind- 
bergh now enunciates his position 
can justifiably raise a question as 
to the motives. They may be en- 
tirely patriotic but why did he 
not take to the lecture platform 
two years ago to say what he Is 
saying now? 

Lindbergh had an unusual op- 
portunity to study the aircraft 
developments in Europe in the 
years before the war. He visited 
as a special guest, the flying fields 
and the factories of Germany, 
Russia, France and Great Britain. 
He knew better than any other 
American just what was taking 
plac. The reports of his findings 
were made available to Britain and 
America but there was practically 
no public speaking or writing done 
on the subject by him. 

His case is quite different from 
that of Winston Churchill. For 
at least five years before the war, 
Churchill wrote and talked of the 
growing menace of Germany. He 
did not sell the idea to his govern- 
ment but it must be written into 
the record that he honestly tried. 
The same cannot be said of Mr. 
Lindbergh. Only during the last 
year, especially since the passage 
of the lend-lease bill, has Lind- 
bergh been active on the speaking 
front, preaching of America's un- 
preparedness, her inability to fight 
a major power, and the inevitabil- 
ity of British defeat. 

It is true that America could 
not successfully fight a major 
power just now. But the time is 
not far distant, when American 
production lines have begun to roll 
off quantities of tanks and planes 
and guns that this country Will be 
a strong military power. The is- 
sue just now is not whether Ameri- 
ca can fight somebody tomorrow 
or the day after but whether Am- 
erica can gam enough time to be 
able defend herself. There 
is only one way to gam that time 
and that lies in this country's 
ability to keep England in the 
war as a fighting belligerent. 
In a recent speech, Mr. Lind- 



the privilege oi choosing our of- 
ficers of government, and be free 
from unreasonable searches and 
seizures. 

This editorial does not impugn 
Mr. Lindbergh's patriotism but it 
does question his logic. The Ger- 
man government, as leader of the 
Axis nations, has said often 
enough through its leaders, that 
a German victory can only mean 
the rest of the world will be tied 
to German economy. What will 
it mean for America to allow Eng- 
land to be defeated and then try 
to maintain its present living 
standards against a world dedi- 
cated to the proposition of slave 
labor? The America First com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Lindbergh 
is a leading light, believes that 
American can do business with 
Hitler after the present war. If 
we can, we will be the only nation 
who ever achieved that end and 
still kept its own system of eco- 
nomy. 

Mr. Lindbergh may possess great 
technical knowledge in the sci- 
entific field but he simply has not 
read recent history.

The request from Congress, by 
General Lewis B. Hershey, for a 
revision of the Selective Service 
Act to place the accent on young- 
er men seems to keeping with the 
facts as they have developed con- 
cerning the draft since last Sep- 
tember. Such a revision of the 
law is far more desirable than 
would be a congressional investi- 
gation of its operations, as has 
been proposed.

Very likely President Roosevelt has never found anything hard- 
er in all of his official career than issuing an order to the War De- 
partment to take over and break up the strike in the North American 
Aviation Company plant In California. The President In his state- 
ment, referred to the friendly spirit of the Administration towards 
j labor unions. He has stood his ground in defending the Wagner 
| Act and the National Labor Relations Board through the past 
[years. However, he has been poorly supported by Federal admin- 
istrators of labor laws. 

The President appointed the Mediation Board, which made a 
good record considering its lack of power. It attempted to prevent 
the California strike, but met with defiance. .The situation was 
so unreasonable that Mr. Roosevelt had no course open except to 
take over the plant. 

Attorney General Jackson accused the leaders of the strike 
with following "the Communist party line," which he said "more 
nearly resembled an insurrection than a labor strike." Other com- 
ments accused the striker* with being led by reds who were not will- 
ing to support their own Government and the Defense program. 

The public must not forget, when complaining of the CIO, that 
its National president Philip Murray and the executive board of 
the CIO demanded obedience to the President; and assured the 
strikers that they could depend upon the Government to protect 
their rights. But a few bad leaders continued to defy the author- 
ity of the President. 

The probabilities are that some Federal body like the Media- 
tion Board will be given sufficient power to settle labor disputes, and 
enforce justice to all concerned. That looks like a sensible remedy 
r-and it ought not to be very hard to put in operation.

Jobs For Science And Invention 



In his recent Commencement Day address at Haverford College 
former President Hoover called on American science to produce 
successful defense against airplane attacks. He asked scientists 
of today to match achievements of the past by creating new mach- 
ines and methods to defeat the deadly war machines used by 
Hitler's firmics. * 

Almost simultaneously Charles F. Kettering made a public 
statement in which he said that the interception of night bombers 
Is "being licked now" In England by detection devices "now in pro- 
duction." He confidently predicted that submarines will be de- 
feated by new American inventions. 

Mr. Kettering, famous inventor and scientist of General Motors, 
Is head-man of the National Inventors Council, a semi-official or- 
ganization that acts in connection with the United States Patent 
Office. Kettering says that American inventors, professional and 
amateur, have submitted many thousands of ideas that relate to 
the mechanics of the war, and that of these, 75 have been judged to 
be of major importance and are being developed. He expresses con- 
fidence that German submarines will be driven from the seas by the 
development of a device that will catch them on the surface at 
night. "We have been working with the Navy for six years." he 
said, referring to the research division of General Motors. "It's 
not going to be too hard to beat the subs." He describes German 
they ate not faster than American boats which are able to locate 
submarines riding the surface at night when they recharge their 
'batteries. "All you have to do Is to locate them when they are on 
the surface at night, and 'you've got him", said Kettering. He add- 
ed "Detectors will find him when he's under water." 

Three centuries ago a wise man observed that "art imitates 
Nature, and necessity is the mother of invention." Evidently Ex- 
Presldent Hoover is a firm believer in that philosophy. Mr. Ket- 
tering knows it's so!

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The news from Washingtpn' indicates a shortage in the kind of 
ships that carry oil from the fields in the Southwest to the East — 
and other questions relating to transportation over the highways 
and rails are being carefully studied in connection with the com- 
plicated affairs of today. A\Michigan manufacturer observes that 
the transportation industry is^facing the biggest job In its his- 
tory, and that everything possible must be done to provide maxi- 
mum transportation equipment. 

The public always wants what it Wants, and the Government 
is not bashful in- demanding what it finds necessary for defense 
purposes, and that Creates a situation in which Mr| and Mrs. John 
Doe America and the Government must get together and reach 
an understanding. That Is today's technique in our National Capi- 
tal. 

"However,- there are many industries which are not directly 
affected by defense requirements," observes Harvey C. Fruehauf, 
whose long experience and leadership as president of the Fruehauf 
Trailer Company, is recognized in the transportation world, "ft 
is necessary that such industries actively employ workers not need- 
ed in defense projects," he adds, because "it is from the profits 
of these industries and from the .payrolls of workers in these In- 
dustries that the Government must finance a large part of the de- 
fense program." He answers the question: "How does all this af- 
fect transportation," as follows: [-' 

"The answer is that it inevitably is going to put demands on 
transportation which have never before been equaled. There is 
not a business which does not require some form of haulage to get 
materials into the plant and to get finished products out of it and 
into the hands of consumers. Interference with transportation, 
whether it Is by some form of restriction or shortage of vehicles, 
must inevitably lead to curtailment of business. This is so evident 
that it is unlikely that any agencies will interfere with the maxi 
mum development of transportation equipment. It is in the inter- 
est of this country that all business be active to its utmost possibil- 
ity whether it is engaged in defense or non-defense projects. 

"The defense projects are direct contributions to the needs 
of the armed forces of the country. The non-defense projects are 
required to furnish the wherewithal or the -money to help finance 
defense. For this reason now is the time to look to the efficiency 
of transportation equipment of all types as never before. Trans- 
portation is facing its biggest responsibility in the history of the 
world."

Lose a Hook — Save a Life 

It is a hard matter to release a 
fish so skillfully that it will not 
die later. Once the tender, slimy 
outer covering is injured, the fish 
dies. He may look frisky as a colt 
when you let him ho— but # an 
unbelievably high percentage of 
the fish you handle die later. 

Cut your snell or leader and 
release the fish with hook in him. 
You only lose a hook which can 
be bought for a nickel a dozen, 
and two or three inches of line. 
The hook will gradually disinte- 
grate inside the fish with no ill 
effects. 

Swallow-Proof Catfish Hook 

"Anything that would keep an 
old cat from swallowing a hook 
so deep you have to tussle half an 
hour to get it out would be a boon 
to civilization!" That's the way 
most southern fishermen feel. 
Make a guard wire. Loop a piece 
of stiff wire through the eye of 
your hook. Twist the wire around 
the hook shank and bring both 
ends out straight to the sides.

An enrollment of 5,»l« June 
1 represented a gam of 133 for 
the month and a new all-time 
high.

Are Virginia Farm 
Families Well Fed? 

The idea has been bandied for 
years that farm folks have plenty 
of good food to eat. That may 
have been true in the "good old 
days," or in the days before 
cash-crop farming, but recent 
examinations by farm people 
themselves tell a differen^story. 
Hundreds of Virginia farms do 
not produce a family living. 

Doctors, too, are finding that 
rural people suffer almost as much 
as city people from ailments that 
are traceable to insufficient or im- 
proper food. They say that at least 
20 percent of our population Suf- 
fers from poor nutrition. 

One of the main objectives of 
Virginia's county agricultural pro- 
gram planning work is to get ac- 
curate information about farm 
business and living conditions, in 
order that improvements may be 
worked out by the farm people 
themselves in such a way that the 
greatest benefits will accrue to 
the most people. 

"Are we well fed?" is one of the 
questions county planners are 
asking. (In fact, the question is 
such an important one that it 
will be one of several major pro- 
blems to be discussed at the In- 
stitute of Rural Affairs, to be held 
at V. P. I., Blacksburg, July 29- 
31.) 

While answers to this question 
are being sought in every county, 
complete figures are so far avail- 
able from only two; Mecklenburg, 
considered a typical county in 
Southside Virginia, and Caroline, 
typical in Northern Virginia. 

Of nearly 3,500 rural families 
in Mecklenburg, one-fourth did 
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not have a family cow, one-sev- 
enth did not keep pigs, one-tenth 
did not keep chickens, and one- 
tenth did not have a garden. Of 
those who did have a garden, less 
than half got products valued at 
$50 or more. 

Of nearly 2,500 rural families 
in Caroline, more than one-third 
did not have a family cow, one- 
fourth did not keep pigs, one-fifth 
did not keep chickens, and near- 
ly one-fifth did not have a gar- 
den. Here, again, about half the 
gardens produced less than $50 
worth of vegetables. 

Those who summarize the ans- 
wers to these survey questions 
state that preliminary results 
from many other counties indicate 
that the extent to which rural 
families in Mecklenburg and Car- 
oline counties produce their own 
food is fairly typical of the whole 
state. In other words, community 
committee workers are finding 
that a large number of farm fam- 
ilies, with land available for pro- 
ducing large part of family needs 
In milk, eggs, meat, fruits and 
vegetables, are not doing so. 

The committeemen also find 
that well over half the families 
have less than $300 a year to spend 
for family living; so they are not 
surprised to find poor 'health, 
weak eyes add teeth, thin . and 
tired bodies, and other evidence 
of malnutrition. 

Before this situation can be 
improved, farm leaders agree that 
the public — and farm folks espe- 
cially — must realize the great 
value of being well and properly 
fed, that some financial aid will 
likely be needed to help low-in- 
come families in purchasing good 
cows, and that adequate pasture 
and feed crops must be included 



in the farm program, along with 
fruits and vegetables. In some 
sections, the production of good 
crops is hampered by poo/ soil 
conditions and low soil fertility, 
but farm leaders feel that these 
difficulties can be overcome, and 
that there is no good reason why 
Virginia farm families cannot be 
well fed. 

For farm people who want a 
guide to better health, the Vir- 
ginia Agricultural Extension Di- 
vision has available for the asking 
a brief, simple but complete bul- 
letin entitled "Make the Farm 
Make the Living." Copies are 
obtainable from county farm and 
home agents.

Industriay activity found at 
highest level In country's history- 
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Fishery Commission 
Weekly News Letter 

At a recent meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Session of the Commis- 
sion of Fisheries, a bid was ac- 
cepted of $4,025.00 from George 
P. Curlett, Baltimore, for the pur- 
chase of the "Commodore Maury*, 
former flagship of the Com- 
mission of Fisheries' fleet, which 
was retired from service several 
months ago. The bid was ac- 
cepted subject to the approval of 
the Division of Purchase and 
Printing. Richmond, which Divis- 
ion has since approved»|he sale. 

The 110-ft. "Maury" has long 
been familiar in Tidewater Vir- 
ginia, having been built around 
1893, and has been in service ever 
since; was used by the Navy De- 
partment during the World War. 

The sale of the "MAURY" leaves 
12 patrol vessels in the Commis- 
sion's fleet. 

At the same time the "MAURY" 
was sold, the Commission reject- 
ed all preferred bids for the pur- 
chase of the "Sirtene", patrol boat 
taken out of service. 

Screw Borer Project Favorable 

Commissioner J. Brooks Mapp. 
and members of the Commission, 
at the above meeting, heard In- 
spector W. D. Steelman, District 
28, Chlncoteage Island, describe 
the project Instituted there by 
him to combat the screwborers, 
one of the deadly enemies of oys- 
ters. 

W. C- Parsons, Chief Clerk of 
the Commission of Fisheries, was 
on the Island during the time 
the screwborers were being caught 
and he reported that he consider- 
ed the money, which the Commis- 
sion spent on this project, "the 
wisest Investment ever made by 
the Commission for the oyster 
industry". Several gallons of 
screwborers were caught; for 
which the Commission of Fisheries 
paid one dollar per gallon. The 
screwborers were caught before 
they had spawned and therefore 
millions were destroyed, as some 
of them have several spawns and 
these were destroyed before they 
had reached the spawning stage. 
These marine parasites were 
caught mostly by the children of 
the Island after school hours, 
when the tides were favorable, 
and were put in large tin barrels, 
treated with acid and killed, and 
some were then used for sidewalks. 

Mr. Steelman, who has been in- 
spector oa the Island since May 
1022, considers that this was the 
wisest expenditure ever made in 
his district. He asked the Com- 
mission to be allowed to spend 
the regular shellplanting money 
in catching these screwborers.

A 1030 Virginia dog tag (male 
No.58511) was found attached to 
a sturgeon, which was caught at 
the mouth of the Connecticut 
River at Old Saybrook, Connecti- 
cut, by Nick Leardi, Ferry Road, 
Old Saybrook, on June 2, 1041. 

It was thought to be a fish tag, 
and was sent indirectly to the 
Commission of Fisheries of Vir- 
ginia, at Newport News, who turn- 
ed it over to Fish and Wildlife 
Service's agent, C. H. Parcels, 
who had the tag identified in the 
office of the City Treasurer, and 
found that it was a dog tag issued 
in Albemarle County, Virginia.

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Dropping down to earth in 
parachutes is not entirely new 
to the U. S. Marines, but develop, 
ments in Europe have led the 
sea soldiers to devote more atten- 
tion to this means of landing and 
getting the "situation well in 
hand." 

In recent weeks groups of Ma- 
rines have been practicing the 
gentle art of parachute descend- 
at Lakehurst, N. J. The course 
includes special gymnastic train- 
ing for the students as well as the 
packing, manipulation, collapsing 
and handling of the chute, meth- 
od of making the jump and land- 
ing. 

Jumps from a training tower 
are followed by the first "live" 
leap from a plane at about J 200 
feet, and then a gradual lower- 
ing of the altitude until the 
'chutist jumps from 750 to 700 
feet. Leaps from a lower altitude 
are considered unsafe. 

It takes six weeks of steady 
training to make a parachute 
jumper. The technical problems 
they might I have to solve under 
actual combat conditions will be 
taught them later.

(Continued Prom Pace One) 
who tells us nothing? That, I 
submit, is an ignominous role for 
America. 

Some day a peace treaty will be 
written. If a just peace can be 
written in 1941, why postpone it 
two or four? Why not skip the 
war? 

It is to the Interest of the Uni- 
ted States that Britain contin- 
ues reasonably intact. Can" that 
be done? 

There are well informed per- 
sons in Washington who believe 
that such a peace could be writ- 
ten now. Its chief terms would 
be (1) Britain to stand, (2) Nor- 
way, Denmark, Holland, Belgium 
and Prance to recover their sov- 
ereignty, <3> Gibraltar and the 
Suez Canal to be internationaliz- 
ed, (4) a measure^of autonomy 
to be restored to Poland with 
access to the sea, (5) Britain to 
abandon the "balance of power" 
doctrine and Germany and Italy 
allowed to try to organize mid- 
dle Europe in a free trade area 
satisfactory to them. 

If such a peace could be secured 
would we go to war to prevent 
it? Admittedly there are difficul- 
ties. One is that no one trusts 
Hitler. He is the world's worst 
liar. Germany would have to give 
tangible guarantees. For example. 
Hitler might be asked to step 
down and Germany's fleet and 
submarines be immobilized. But 
if England and France would also 
restrict their arms as they pro- 
mised but failed to do twenty 
years ago, it might be done. 

When it is recalled that in 
1914-1918 it took the British Em- 
pire, plus France, Italy, Russia, 
Japan, the United States and a 
dozen minor powers, twenty in 
all, to crush Germany, the alter- 
native to a peace of negotiation 
appears to be years of blood let- 
ting < with American young, men 
furnishing half the blood. This 
"victory" to be follov/sd by world- 
wide bankruptcy, chacs, and Com- 
munism. 

Army Air Service established a 
parachute school at Rantoul, 111., 
and a number of U. S. Navy and 
Marine Corps jumpers were train- 
ed there.

prior to birth or during the first 
year of life, and at least 60,000 
babies born alive infected with' it. 
While this colossal tragedy is 
composed of scattered instances, 
usually kept quiet for obvious rea- 
sons, it is no less real than if 
it were generally- publicized," sta- 
tes Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. 

"Indeed, it safely can be said 
that were these deaths caused by 
any other type of infection, the 
medical prefession and public 
health officials would be able to 
develop the amount of intelligent 
parental interest and cooperation 
needed to minimize this calamity 
drastically. In fact, ten out of 
eleven of these infant deaths could 
be avoided. Early and adequate 
treatment of every expectant mo- 
ther automatically would achieve 
this result. 

"The medical profession, if 
given, a chance to do so, can dis- 
cover syphilis, if present, in the 
mother-to-be. This is accom- 
plished through blood tests and 
physical examinations — proced- 
ures that should be followed in the 
case of every woman expecting a 
baby. Moreover, these tests should 
be made, upon the establishment 
of the expectancy.. In any event, 
this investigation must take place 
prior to the third month of preg- 
nancy if the ravages of this in- 
fection are to be stopped in time 
to protect the unborn child. 

'Twenty-two states, including 
Virginia, now require blood tests 
or physical examinations before 
a marriage license can be Issued. 
Undoubtedly, this legislation will 
be reflected in diminished infant 
deaths from syphilis. However, 
as effective as this com paratively 
new legislation is likely to be, the 
basic obligation to protect the un- 
born from the death-dealing and 
permanently crippling effects of 
material syphilis is that of the 
prospective parents^ 

"It sincerely is hoped that the 
prominence now being given to 
the syphilis problem both with re- 
spect to adults and infants will 
generate interest to such an ex- 
tent that intelligent and timely 
action will be taken by the public 
to curb the deadly and crippling 
power of this great devastator. 

"Science, as never before, is 
equipped to fight syphilis success- 
fully. The medical profession, 
public health officials are doing 
their part. It now is up to the 
people to cooperate."

need for labor skilled in the pro- 
duction of weapons and the fact 
that the military tendency is to 
reduce the site of armies and have 
instead smaller numbers inten- 
sively trained in compact units. 

Further, the Army itself should 
have the right to muster out any 
trainee after a month's trial and 
assign him to another type of 
work— vocational or otherwise — if 
it was shown that he could not 
be a successful soldier or if his 
service would be more valuable in 
some other activity. 

This thing can be reduced to 
rule, reason and fairness. And 
there is little question that it 
should be. 



Communist -Inspired Strikes 



(New York Times) 
Open-minded Americans have 
been properly reluctant in the ab- 
sence of clear evidence to pin the 
Communist label on any defense 
strike. In the case of the North 
American Aviation strike however, 
the evidence of Communist inspir- 
ation has been mounting to a 
point where it now leaves little 
room for doubt. The responsible 
national leaders of the C. I. O. 
itself, who are in the best posi- 
tion to know the facts, and have 
little to gain by such a charge a- 
gainst their own locals, have 
openly denounced the strike as 
one in which "the infamous agita- 
tion and underhand manoeuvring 
of the Communist party" are 
clear. Circumstantial evidence 
corroborates this. Among the 
leaders of the strike are a re- 
markable number of men who 
have been with the company only 
a few months. Elmer Freitag, 
the president of the local, has ad- 
mitted that he registered as a 
Communist in a local election in 
Los Angeles in 1938. 

The strike itself is evidence of 
Its own nature, for the Govern- 
ment had already offered media- 
tion, the company had agreed to 
this and to make any wage in- 
crease retroactive to May 1. For 
the workers immediately involv- 
ed there was clearly nothing to 
be gained and much to be im- 
periled by continuing the strike. 
One is forced to suspect, on the 
strike leadership, a desire not to 
help the workers concerned but to 
keep the strike going for its own 
sake, either deliberately to injure 
defense production or to force 
violence or a Government seizure 
of the plant. And the remark- 
ably strategic points at which 
some of the most serious defense 
strike have been occurring must 
be set down to more than coinci- 
dence. 

Unfortunately, the North Am- 
erican strike must be regarded as 
symptomatic of Communist ' or 
other subversive influences over a 
wider field. The belligerent de- 
fiance of the National Defense 
Mediation Board by O. M. Orton, 
president of the International 
Woodworkers Association, and the 
praise of this defiance by Harry 
Bridges, head of the C. I. O. long- 
shoremen's union, and by other 
left-wing C. I. O. leaders indicate 
the extent of these influences. 

How are these deliberately sub- 
versive forces to be dealt with? 
The Government seizure of de- 
fense plants may be precisely the 
sort of situation they aim to bring 
about — partly because it tends to 
undermine private enterprise, 
partly because it leads to at least 
temporary disruptions of defense 
production, partly because, if the 
Government pays higher wages 
than private industry in the 
plants that it has taken over, they 



Dock Crop Booms 
As Rams Reflood 
Canadian Marshes 



North America's 1941 wild duck 
crop is registering a seventh con- 
secutive annual increase on the 
great waterfowl breeding grounds 
in Canada's prairie provinces, ac- 
cording to a survey by Ducks Un- 
limited, Inc. 

With 70,000.000 of the webfeet 
estimated by the U. S. Wildlife 
Service to be making nuptial 
flights northward this spring, the 
quacker crop is expected to be 
one of the best since 1934 when 
the wild duck population hit an 
all time low of about 30,000,000. 

Just what percentage of the 
millions of little ducklings now 
hatching will successfully reach 
maturity this summer dep.-nds 
largely on June rainfall, reports 
Thomas C. Main, chief of Ducks 
Unlimited's Canadian staff of 
field experts. Terrific summer 
droughts, which dried up vast 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta marshes before you ig 
ducks could fly, were among prin- 
cipal causes of the 1934 "duck de- 
pression.'* 

"Imporoved spring runoff of 
snow water and spring rains have 
reflooded countless thousands of 
shallow prairie ponds which nest- 
ing ducks seem to prefer," Main 
reports. "Also, the biggest flight 
of breeding birds in seven years 
arrived from the United States. 

"Due to reflooding of these 
myriads of widely-scattered lit- 
tle ponds, there has been a wide 
dispersal of breeding ducks to 
these small water areas, instead of 
to more permanent lakes which 
normally hold water throughout 
the summer. Accordingly there 
is danger of greater losses of 
broods this summer if June rains 
fail. 

"In spite of losses which may be 
anticipated on the prairies this 
summer, indications point to an 
increase in the duck population 
this season. The breeding sea- 
son appears to be about two weeks 
ahead of normal schedule, due to 
milder spring weather, and many 
broods of pintails and mallards 
were off nests in May," Main re- 
ports. 

The survey was based on re- 
sults of a 1,200-mile inspection 
trip to some of the 53 huge duck 
nesting projects established by 
Unlimited. Poorest water con- 
ditions were found in southern 
Manitoba while in northern Al- 
berta forest fires were found al- 
ready raging through drought- 
stricken bush country.

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on War 



Whether or not this govern- 
ment will use the Navy as an ac- 
tive belligerent In the Battle of 
the Atlantic, Is a question that 
no one but possibly the President 
can answer. Whatever the even- 
tual decision, there are a number 
of important obstacles in the way 
of concentrating our fighting 
ships in the Atlantic— of which 
the most Important is the strange 
Empire of Japan. 

For many years, the American 
people have been accustomed 
to swift changes in the sta- 
tus of V. S. —Japanese re- 
lations. Both Sides have done 
considerable diplomatic bluff- 
ing. Many tunes alarmists 
have said that the two na- 
tions were standing at the very 
brink of war. But, so far, noth- 
ing much has happened, outside 
of a few minor incidents which 
were sfiftly settled, such as the 
sinking of the Panay some years 

ago. 

First, Japanese leaders are 
confident Germany will win this 
war, and they believe that, there- 
lore, the future of Japan will de- 
pend on the future of Hitler's 
"new order." So they are deter- 
mined to carry out their Axis 
commitments to the letter. 

Second, they are convinced that 
this country cannot be frighten- 
ed or argued out of its present 
position— a position which says, 
In effect, that if Japan moves in- 
to the South Pacific, we will use 
force to stop her. Inasmuch as 
the Japanese leaders are also 
convinced that Japan must do- 
minate the lands and great re- 
sources of the South Pacific Is- 
lands if she is to survive as a 
first-class power, they have come 
to the point of view that eventual 
war is certain and there is little

Farmers, Buyers 
Responsble for 
Wheat Marketed 

Farmers, elevator Operators, 
millers, warehousemen, threshers, 
combine operators, other proces- 
sors and grain buyers all have 
responsibilities and duties in con- 
nection with wheat marketing 
quotas, and the county AAA of- 
fice is prepared to work with 
them to the fullest extent, says 
B. W. Shelton, Jr., chairman of 
the county committee. 

A farm' marketing quota is ap- 
plicable to every farm on which 
wheat was grown in 1941 except 
(1) farms on which the 1941 
acreage is not in excess of 15 
acres, <2) farms on which the 
normal production of the acreage 
seeded is less than 200 bushels, 
and, - (3) wheat grown for ex- 
perimental purposes by any pub- 
licly-owned agricultural experi- 
ment station. 

If the farm operator complied 
with his acreage allotment the 
farm will have no marketing ex- 
cess. If the allotment was ex- 
ceeded the farm marketing excess 
will be . determined on the basis 
of the normal yield times the ex. 
cess acreage. The operator of 
each farm on which wheat was 
grown in 1941 will receive a no- 
tice from the county office stat- 
ing whether the farm has a farm 
marketing excess.

MUZZLED MEN 

The officers of our army and 
navy are muzzled men. This fact 
Is of the greatest importance, but 
of Its existence there is the ut- 
most ignorance. As a result pub- 
lic opinion on national defense 
rests on a wholly false basis. We, 
the people, assume that .what 
generals and admirals publicly 
say is what they privately think. 
This may sometimes be true. But 
for the assumption Itself there is 
not the slightest foundation. 

Because we do not realize that 
these are muzzled men we think 
we are getting expert advice when 
we are not. Those men are ex- 
perts but what they tell u, the 
public, may or may not be their 
expert opinion. Often it is not 
professional military advice at 
all. It is often nothing but politi- 
cal opinion and amateur guesses 
from professional throats. 

It is high time for us, the peo- 
ple, to realize that if the Pres- 
ident thinks we should transfer 
destroyers or bombers or bomb- 
sights to Britain or Timbucto, 
his view, which is necessarily 
amateur, becomes the official 
view of these trained men. 
Theirs but to do or die. They 
must either publicity parrot his 
opinion, resign from the service 

or~be~c6urt" uiarUaledV- — — . . 

Under the Constitution the 
President is the "Command- 
er-in-Chief of the Army and 
Navy". We know in a dull 
sort of way that this is so, 
but are wholly unaware of the 
censorship over trained men that 
this fact imposes. We have a dim 
idea that in time of war a Pres- 
ident has the constitutional pow- 
er to take the field and direct 
military and naval operations. 
He may be a Napoleon without 
uniform or a dunce without a de- 
coration, but nevertheless, West 



Point and Annapolis men have no 
option under the code of military 
discipline except to carry out his 
orders. 

What we, the people, do not un- 
derstand^ that in peace as well 
as in war the President is Com- 
mander-in-Chief and his orders, 
his military or naval opinions, 
his ideas of national defense be- 
come the official view of every 
subordinate. In private they may 
think he is cockeyed, and in pri- 
vate they may say so, but in pub- 
lic they either say nothing or 
only what the President says. 

If the President is a battleship 
man, as against aircraft; if he 
thinks the fleet should be in the 
Pacific or the Atlantic; if he 
thinks Hitler is only 200 minutes 
away from St. Louis; if he thinks 
YapKwght to be heavily fortified; 
if he thinks peace time conscrip- 
tion is necessary, why, then his 
view is echoed all along the line- 
in public. It matters not at all 
that every general or admiral 
may have a contrary opinion. 
The public will never know it. 
The truth is kept from us. The 
only time we get a squint at it 
is when these experts are called 
before the Committees of Con- 
gress, and even then it requires 
bravery to speak. 

Even jrtien_an officer reaches 
retirement age Tt takes "^great- 
force of character for him to dis- 
agree in public With the official 
view of his superior officers, of 
whom the President outranks all 
others. He is still officer with 
retirement pay and unless he 
has a rich wife his old age pen- 
sion is aS important to him as 
that of any other man. And so 
we have cases like General 
Hagood, General Mosely, Smedley 
Butler, Billy Mitchell, or former

ONE CUP OF WATER 



It has been said that one cup of water 
will put out any fire, if it's applied at the 
right time. This year's wave of defense 
strikes, culminating in the use of armed 
troops to put a struck aviation' plant back 
to work, inevitably recalls the old proverb. 

The origins of the present trouble, which 
threatens the national seeurity, are all too 
painfully apparent "when the record of the 
past few years is reviewed. 

A cup of water? It could have been ap- 
might have put out the fire back in 1937 
when the "sitdown" strikes made their first 
appearance. There was a clear-cut viola- 
tion of property rights, allowed to run its 
damaging and illegal course until public con- 
demnation brought about the abandonment 
of the technique. 

A cup of water? I could have been ap- 
plied in the case of the one-sided Wagner 
Labor Relations Act, which was based on the 
theory that management was wrong in all 
industrial disputes. As far back as 1938, 
Burvey figures shdw, 70 per cent of the pub- 
lic wanted this one-legged legislation re- 
vised. But right up to the present time all 
suggested remedial amendments to the Act 
have been sidetracked by administration 
adherents. 

Through these and many other cases of 
neglect, the conflagration has been permit- 
ted to spread. Now Walter D. Fuller, Pres- 
ident of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, suggests three fundamental re- 
medies: 

1. A revamping of our national labor pol- 
icy, including the Wagner Act, to end mass 
picketing and other forms of intimidation 
bo as to guarantee both management and la- 
bor the right to work. 

2. Backing up this policy with local and 
state law enforcement, instead of "dramatiz- 
ing everything into a national issue." 

3. Assuring employees the right to vote 
by secret ballot on strike issues. (A recent 
poll showed 78 per cent of union members 
themselves in favor of secret ballots.). 

Such a constructive program could go far 
towards reducing the present difficulties to 
a minimum. The cup of water applied at an 
earlier time might have prevented today, 
fires; and the fact remains that now, when 
defense needs make a solution imperative, 
the same type of treatment is still best!

DANGER AT HOME 



As a people, we Americans do things in a 
mysterious way. We will do all in our power 
to help relqase foreign nations T?om the 
hands of dictators. Then we will accept a 
labor policy here at home which, if not cor- 
rected, will nullify all the help we seek to 
extend to others. 

The list of defense industries that have 
been or are struck is too long to enumerate 
Take but one as an example, the Southern 
coal mines. Without coal, our defense ef- 
forts would be paralyzed. It is estimated 
there is only a 15 days' supply of coal above 
ground. The mines were closed through 
April with one strike. Yet labor leaders 
threaten another coal strike to enforce de- 
mands, instead of accepting arbitration. 

The President's declaratlon-of a national 
emergency may prevent it. But the people 
have suffered and stand to suffer more from 
such methods. 

There are different types of national un- 
dermining. Our nation's safety is endanger- 
ed by the domestic as well as the foreign 
brand.

For almost a quarter of a cen- 
ter Russell Lord has helped In 
the important work of taking ex- 
tension programs In education and 
farm relief to every corner of 
rural America. He has been 
one of the more than six thou- 
sand government agricultural 
agents in the field who are trying 
to work* out a richer order of life 
for our rural populations. They 
are, truly, men of good will— and 
Lord speaks for them: "I want to 
see the farming people get more 
money", he writes, "more respite 
from labor (especially women and 
children), and a better chance to 
grow individually ". 

AGRARIAN REVIVAL is a 
rousing endorsement of the idea 
of agricultural extension. It 
sketches the history of this ser- 
vice: from the founding of the 
land-grant colleges during Lin- 
coln's presidency down to the 
contemporary Farm Security Ad- 
ministration. It tells much about 
the men who cover the back- 
country of forty-eight states in 
administering rural-welfare ser- 
vices. Brought up for discussion 
are such vital problems as soil 
There has been much discussion of how to erosion control, crop rotation, 
finance the defense program. Equally im- market control, and surplus crop 

distribution. 

But the chief stress is on mat- 
ters of general and broad concepts 
of farm education. The term, as 
Lord uses it, is all inclusive. No 
service is beyond the scope of the 
work of the ingenious "extenders" 
who are working on such prob- 
lems. Though they are specialists, 
they are ever willing to do any- 
thing connected with the farm- 
er's welfare— from hog-worming

portant is the s ubject of how not to finance 
defense. 

There is a small, uninformed group which 
still feels that the easy way out is simply 
for the government to issue more money — 
to turn the printing presses loose, and to pay 
as we go with crisp new currency. That 
would be the most ruinous course this coun- 
ty could take. That would be direct infla- 
tion. The dollar would buy less and less. 
Price's would spiral upward with ever-gath- 
ering momentum. And the result would be 
a collapse similar to that occurring in Ger- to the making over of night 



many after the first world war, when liter- 
ally billions of marks were needed to buy 
a loaf of bread. 

There are others who still believe the gov- 
ernment can follow its old policy of forcing 
more and more Federal securities on the 
banks. But this, long enough continued, 
breeds still another kind of inflation — credit 
inflation — which in the long run can be dis- 
astrous to a country. 

What it all comes down to is that part of 
the defense program which cannot be financ- 
ed out of current government revenue, must 
be financed by borrowing directly from the 
people. That is why the Treasury is issu-i 

ing special defense bonds no!w — and why j quarters can stuff the sWrt/bTa 
the nation's banks, withoutuprof it to them* [formerly plain and realistic in- 
selves, are doing everything in their power 
to encourage their purchase. We've rach- 
ed the point where all of us are going to 
have to finance defense — and no one else 
can do it for us.

General Motors offer- 
ed to give the "kidnappers" fifteen million 
dollars to drop their guns, but refused to 
take it. They said, "We demand fifty mil- 
lion and the commission approved by the 
administration gave them the amount de- 
manded under the deadly threat, without 
condemnation or even criticism. 

Is it true that the government now con- 
dones the invasion of the sanctity of pro- 
perty by politically strong groups? Have 
we repudiated the fundamental ethics of 
civilized society and reverted to barbarism?

The suggestion that baled cot- 
ton be employed to build air- 
raid shelter may strike the aver- 
age reader as fantastic, yet it is 
in line with early American prac- 
tice. At New Orleans a rampart 
for protection against artillery 
fire was built of baled cotton by 
Gen. Andrew Jackson. As far as 
its function of stopping projec- 
tiles was concerned, it served ad- 
mirably under acutal battle condi- 
tions, when the British were feel- 
ing out the American position 
with artillery fire, prior to the 
grand assault of January 8, 1815 
But the cotton had one fatal de- 1 
feet— inflammability. It took fire| 
from cannon shot, and the smoke 
obscured the vision of the rifle- 
men. 

Today, however, we have meth- 
ods of fire-proofing cotton which 
may eliminate the difficulty. For 
the rest, its qualities are not with- 
out promise. Baled cotton has a 
density of 15 pounds a cubic foot, 
which means that a 7-foot layer 
would weigh only 105 pounds a 
square foot— a fraction of the 
weight, of a 7-foot layer of con- 
crete.

During the depression years of 
1931-33 ten out of every 100 au- 
tomobiles in the United States 
were forced off the highways be- 
cause their owners could not af- 
ford to run them. Because the 
tax burden on automobiles now 
is nearly double what it was in 
1930, some economists estimate 
that a post-war slump might 



Since 1900 the automobile industry in the United States has 
built over 80,000,000 automobiles of which some 30 million ^are still 
in operation in this country. This accumulated production experi- 
ence over the years is one o f the biggest contributing factors to our 
natipnal security now that the world has decided that current and 
future wars will be fought on wheels and wings. 

When we consider that the bulk of this automobile and truck 
production has been built in the past 20 years and better than 30 
per cent of all vehicles built in that period are still in operation it 
is a fine testimonial to the quality of workmanship that has gone 
into these products. It is only natural then that when the nation 
found itself faced with a need for new and better war machines in 
great volume it should turn to the automobile industry for help. 

On the basis of outward appearance there has been some critic- 
ism that the automobile industry has not done al' that it could do 
in answer to the nation's plea. But outward appearances are de- 
ceptive. To start with equipment in most automobile plants is large- 
ly special purpose machineWdesigned to dd the best job in the least 
time and with the least manual effort. For this reason only about 
three per cent of all machinery in automotive plants could be adop- 
ted to special defense requirements. Manpower on the other hand 
is different. 

In this direction the automotive industry has contributed gen- 
erously and as a result our effort in tooling to fill defense needs has 
been advanced by months. A shining example in this direction is 
the work undertaken by the Buick division of General Motors which 
23 years ago met a similar demand by turning its production geniu- 
ses to building Liberty engines. Now that division has undertaken 
the production of 1200 horsepower Pratt &sWhitney engines which 
by early next year it will be turning out at rate of 500 monthly. 

To do this. President Harlow H. Curtice of Buick has transfer- 
red 40 of his key executives into a new organization which will train 
and direct the operations of 10,000 workers in a new plant now un- 
der construction at Melrose Park, HI. This organization was not 
set up until January this year and the construction of the $31,000,- 
000 plants was underway a month or so later. Getting into produc- 
tion on a task of this sort in approximately one year's time will be 
one of the miracles of motordom. 

Few of us realize that these transferred men have spent years 
Qf their lives in building for future happiness in peacetime pursuits. 
Most of them are men of middle age who can least afford to spend 
two or three years on obviously temporary endeavor. Yet these 
men and the companies they represent are giving freely of their 
time and experience since they realize that the automobile industry 
which has contributed so much toward our present way of life alone 
can contribute the chief bulwark in defending it.

Sturgeon 'Mystery' Solved 

The mystery of the dog-tagped 
sturgeon has been solved. The 
eight and one-half pound fish, 
caught June 2 near the mouth of 
the Connecticut River by Nick 
Leardi, was wearing a dog tag 
marked Va.., 56511 male 1939. 

The Connecticut State Board of 
Fish and Game got in touch with 
the Virginia Game and Inland 
Fisheries Commission, who in 
turn, notified the Virginia Com- 
mission of Fisherii»s»— All of the 
Commissions were puzzled. 

The Commission of Game and 
Inland Fisheries, which has charge 
of issuing dog tags, found the 
number had been issued to a resi- 
dent of Elizabeth City county 
and asked the county game war- 
den to find the owner. He did. 
The number was traded to C. 
C. Johnson, Fox Hill. Said Mr, 
Johnson: "I put the tag on the 
fish about May 15, 1941, it only 
weighed five pounds then." The 
reasons ..... Johnson stated stur- 
geons are practically worthless 
when small and he tagged the 
fish to see how long before it 
would be caught. When sturgeon 
are full grown, he pointed out, 
they are valuable. One fisher- 
man got $340 for sale one of these 
fish, together with roe. 

Johnson asked the Commission 
of Fisheries for tags so the sur- 
geon can be marked and the Com- 
mission,* in turn, asked the Fed- 
eral government, which for years 
has been doing work of this type. 
He urged all fishermen catching 
small sturgeon to throw them 
back to permit them to reach 
full growth. 
Army Hearing On 

Fishing Laws Conducted 

Army engineers; fisheries' of- 
ficials and fishermen; gathered 
in the city armory recently for a 
public hearing on whether exist- 
ing regulations governing the 
placing of fishing structures 
(pound nets, etc;) in the Chesa- 
peake Bay should be modified, 
heard Dr. Robert A. Nesbit, in 
Charge Middle Atlantic Fisheries 
Investigation, state that the biolo- 
gical and economic problems 
which confront "the states and the 
service "can be handled most 
effectively if they are dealt with 
entirely separate from consider- 
ations of navigation," 

Said Dr. Nesbit, who was first 
to testify before Capt. W. W. 
Lapsley, U .S. Engineer Off.ce, 
that in his opinion revision' of 
existing federal regulations con- 
cerning setting of fishing struct- 
ures in Chesapeake Bay and its 
tributaries "would give the states, 
(both Maryland and Virginia) a 
free hand to improve their con- 
servation efforts." 

His recommendation consisted 
of four points which are as fol- 
lows: 

1. Fishing structures should be 
prohibited only in such areas 
and channels where such struc- 
tures would interfere materially 
with interests of navigation. 

2. Requirements concerning 
marking and lighting -of structur- 
es, length of stakes, seasonal re- 
moval of stakes, etc. should be no 
more enormous and no more 
costly than the interests of Navi- 
gation require. 

.3. Regulations concerning 
lengths of structures and spac- 
ing between structures should 
permit the maximum lengths and 
minimum spacing consistent with 
the interests of navigation. 

4. No permit should be granted 
for any structure and no struct- 
ure permitted to remain in any 
area in violation of any state con- 
servation law or valid conserva- 
tion law or valid conservation re- 
gulation with respect to license 
requirements, to location, to 
length, or to minimum distance 
from other structures or to the 
shore. 

After testimony had been heard 
by various persons interested, 
Captain Lapsley summarized the 
proposal for marking the chan- 
nel. These were listed as: A 
proposal for the adoption of the 
120-foot pound net; adoption of 
the four-foot stake above high 
water; those testifying unani- 
mously agreed that the red lights 
marking the fishing structures 
should be dispensed with and that 
there should be a 200-foot cap 
between nets. 

The testimony will be forward- 
ed for sonsideration to the pro- 
per offices of the War Dept.

The teeth are important in the 
vital proceses which convert the 
food we eat into bdjby tlsses. If 
they become dirty, decayed, and 
diseased we cannot chew our food 
properly and symptoms known as 
"indigestion" develop, accompani- 
ed by headache, nervousness, and 
other ills. Sooner or later tooth- 
ache also develops; this is a dang- 
er signal but often given too late 
to save the tooth. Disagreeable 
as tootchache is, it is not the 
worst punishment which follows 
neglect of the teeth. Poisons from 
diseased teeth and gums enter 
the blood andcause rheumatism, 
heart trouble, and many other dis- 
orders which bring on ill health. 
Since good health impossible 
without good teeth, it is important 
to know how the teeth develop 
and the care which should be ta- 
ken of them. 

It is necessary to use a tooth- 
brush at least twice a day, parti- 
cularly just before going to bed 
Brush downward when cleaning 
the upper teeth, upward when 
cleaning the lower, brushing both 
the inside and the outside and 
also the chewing surfaces. Rinse 
the mouth thoroughly after brush- 
ing. It is important to cafe for 
teeth of small children. Tljie 
temporary teeth should be brush- 
ed and kept clean and any decayed 
should be filled by a dentist as 
soon as they are noticed. Adults 
as well as children should pay 
regular visits to the dentist, since 
in no other way can the best care 
be given the teeth. 

In keeping the teeth sound and 
well, diet is of great importance. 
Foods which supply the elements 
for tooth building also help to pre- 
vent decay. These are milk, but- 
ter, cod-liver oil, eggs, fruits, and 
green leafy vegetables. Too much 
sugar and other sweets are bad 
for teeth, since they usually make 
child or grownup neglect other 
important foods— Dr. B. E. Wash- 
burn, in The Progressive Farmer

Reports credited to 
(the Nazi news agency), to 
German radio and to the 
service of German-controlled' 
countries like Hungary and Ro- 
mania are subject to GoebheFa 
Propaganda Ministry and 
usually trustworthy.

use in longer trying to prevent it. 

Third, working on the assump- 
tion that war is inevitable, the 
Japanese strategists feel that this 
is the time to fight it, while the 
United States has its hands fun 
in the Atlantic and must attempt 
to dominate two oceans with one- 
ocean fleet. By 1946, the U. Sy 
will have a formidable two-ocean 
fleet, and then, think Japanese 
naval men, Nippon's chances of 
winning a war would be extreme- 
ly poor. 

Fourth, Japan knows her posi- 
tion is precarious so long as she 
must depend for the bulk of es- 
sential supplies, such as steel and 
petroleum, on the United States. 
Therefore, it is reasoned, the 
thing to do is to strike out and 
obtain by conquest essential raw 
materials for herself. 

This government is taking Japan 
plenty seriously. The bulk of our 
fleet is operating in the Pearl 
Harbor area. The Atlantic fleet 
is small and its few capital ships 
are mostly obsolete and slow. 
Large concentrations of aircraft, 
particularly Flying Portresses, 
have been sent to Hawaii and even 
farther east. Air-raid shelters 
have been built in the Philippines, 
and practice air alarms are set 
off periodically. 

The cool heads in our naval 
high command to not discount 
the Japanese fleet. They think 
our ships are better, and our 
gunnery more effective. We have 
a definite edge in the quantity and 
quality of carrier-based aircraft. 
And we have a larger fleet. Even 
so, the navy men feel. It would 
be a considerable job to lick Jap- 
an, and would require all our 
energies for a considerable time. 

It is significant that recent pro- 
nouncements of Japanese states- 
men have become very blunt. 
Premier Matsuoka scarcely, both- 
ers any more to conceal his dis- 
like for the U. S. and his admira- 
tion for the Axis. Germany's 
successes in Europe have stiff- 
ened — Japanese spines, and en- 
couraged Japanese saber rattlers. 
The result is that the Pacific can 
accurately be described as a ten- 
der box today. 

This government, beneath the 
surface, now regards France as 
being virtually an Axis ally. 
There is good reason for that. 
The real head Of France today la 
Admiral Parian, who likes the 
Germans, hates the English, and 
has always had a reputation for 
playing whatever political angle 
seemed most profitable at the 
moment. Even Marshall Petain 
was suspected of anti-democratic 
sympathies long ago, and he is 
so old and so ailing now that he 
is head of the new French total 
state in name only. 

Well-substantiated reports come ■ 
from Vichy to the effect that 
France will conclude a perman- 
ent^ ©eaee— with Germany. — and^ 
give to the Reich certain import- 
ant French possessions. One of 
those possessions is Dakar, which 
this government regards as being 
a definite threat to American sec- 
urity if held by an unfriendly 
power.

States Urge Drop Of 
Federal Gas Tax 

Twenty-four states, including 
Virginia, have petitioned Congress 
in recent years to drop its duplic- 
ating federal tax on gasoline and 
leave that field to the states, E. 
A. Kyhn, secretary of 'the Vir- 
^mia Petrolium Industries Com- 
mittee, said today. 

"Despite these protests of- the 
states, the federal gasoline tax. 
adopted as a temporary, emer- 
gency measure in 1032, has been 
extended repeatedly," said Mr. 
Kyhn. "Last year the rate was 
increased by 50 per cent. 

"The federal tax on gasoline Is 
equivalent to an average of 12 per 
cent of the retail price. That is 
a very heavy tax, especially in 
view of the fact that the states

' Prompt and decisive action in 
an emergency has always been 
the policy o/ the U. S. Navy and 
its leaders, while our bluejackets 
and marines have shared honors 
in countless enterprises, both 
afloat and ashore. 

There was need for prompt ac- 
tion on the morning of July 3, 
1898. The Spanish fleet was bot- 
tled up in the harbor of Santi- 
ago, Cuba.

ade of American warships, 
gardless of the consequences. 

"When the purpose of the Spani- 
ards became evident. Commodore 
Schley brought his squadron into 
action by hoisting the flag sign- 
al, "Close in and engage." 

The deadly fire of American 
bluejackets and marines result- 
ed In the destruction of all six of 
the Spanish vessels as they pass- 
ed through the mouth of the har- 
bor in an effort to reach the open 
sea. Out of a personnel of 2,200 
the enemy lost 323 killed and 
151 wounded, most of the remain- 
der being taken as prisoners. 

American losses were neglible, 
with only one killed and one 
wounded. They had won a com- 
plete victory over an equally gal- 
lant, though less fortunate, foe. 

Rear Admiral Sampson was the 
comander-in-chief of the naval 
forces in the West Indies.

"Health officials, when indicat- 
ing the progress made in the mass 
control of disease, among other 
things are accustomed to point to 
the great reducation In typhoid 
fever cases and deaths. Indeed, 
as an indication of the value of 
public health measures »perhaps 
there is no more impressive proof 
than this victory over a once pow- 
erful ' infection. However, it la 
significant both of the limita- 
tions of public health control and 
of individual indifference that 
typhoid still remains a problem 
in rural sections where water and 
milk supplies are not made safe 
automatically, as is the case in 
cities and many towns. Even so, 
constant education of the rural 
dweller and widespread sanitation 
projects have greatly minimized 
this danger," states Dr. I. C. Rig- 
gin, State Health Commissioner. 

"While the rural typhoid fever 
situation noticeably has Improved 
.and doubtless will continue to do 
so, there still are definite sea- 
sonal hazards connected with this 
disease. In fact, the increase in 
the cases of typhoid fever during 
"June, July, August, and Septem- 
ber for years has been so mark- 
ed that it is characterized by the 
term 'vacation typhoid*. 

"While the limited number of 
typhoid cases in rural sections 
remains more or less constant dur- 
ing late autumn, winter and early 
spring, typhoid infection charged 
geographically to such sections, 
jump during the summer season. 
Moreover, the significant feature 
of the situation is that city and 
towns people are included In the 
victims. This is explained by the 
fact that city folk, acustomed to a 
safe drinking water supply are not 
likely to be suspicious of the qual- 
ity of the water of an Isolated 
spring or well, far off the beaten 
path. 

"That thousands of excursion- 
ists, tempted because of thirst by 
a, water supply in a romatic and 
unprotected setting, thoughtlessly 
inbibe even to the point of drink- 
ing from stream, there can be no 
question. That such supplies may 
be polluted with harmful germs 
such as those responsible for 
typhoid fever and other intestinal 
disturbances Is conclusively proven 
by a proportion of them acquir- 
ing disease from such sources. If 
no other water is available, such 
sources may be used safely only 
after boiling the water fifteen 
minutes. 

"Milk which is not produced 
and handled with the proper re- 
gard for its sanitary quality, may 
and frequently does, serve as a 
potential source of typhoid fever 
and other intestinal disturbances. 
Vacationists, conquently, should 
limit their milk consumption to 
that which 4s produced under a 
reliable sanitary control. In this 
connection, from a public health 
point of view, the safest milk is 
that which has been properly 
pasteurized. 

"Vacation typhoid, then, is a 
disease sometimes acquired by 
city folk from unprotected water 
and milk supplies in the country. 
This typhoid fever classification 
could be eliminated from the sta- 
tistical records if those journey- 
ing into isolated or even more 
populated rural areas, would re- 
fuse to drink water and milk from 
unsafe sources. 

"Public health officials cannot 
control individual action in such 
matters. Summer typhoid Is not 
so much a public health problem 
as a personal one. The individual 
alone is in a position to solve It."

Safer Marriages 



40 FEB CENT ARE UNFIT 



If the war in Europe has made 
the American people conscious of 
potential enemies outside these 
borders, it has also revealed a 
dangerous enemy within the gates. 
The most sinister "fifth column- 
ist" in the United States is dis- 
ease. 

This becomes clear from dis- 
turbing report made by Dr. Geor- 
ge Canby Robinson, chairman 
of a conference on national de- 
fense health problems. He de- 
clares that 40 per cent of the 
young men between the ages of 
21 and 35 are either physically 
unfit for military service or can 
be used for limited service only. 
His conclusion is that national 
health has not improved since 
the World War in spite of the 
fact that "never before has medi- 
cal knowledge and skill been at a 
higher level." 

There is only one defense a- 
gainst this indictment, and even 
that does not go very far. Selec- 
tive service boards are more ex- 
acting now than tor MIT. 

But the fact remains that poor 
diet, bad housing, lock of medi- 
cal care, and failure to diagnose 
diseases in the early stages have 
produced a generation of whom 
more than one-third-cannot meet 
the physical requirements of the 
Army, in many communities 
there is no follow-up of even com- 
municable diseases. In others, 
living conditions prohibit the 
growth of strong, healthy bodies.

The marketing quota law gives 
buyers of Wheat certain, respon- 
sibilities and duties which the 
Secretary of Agriculture consi- 
ders necessary to the effective 
admi/istration of the law, says 
Mr. Shelton. 

If, at the time of marketing 
wheat, the producer presents 
a marketing card (form Wheat- 
511) or a marketing certificate 
(form Wheat 511-A) the buyer 
may accept it as evidence that 
the wheat is not subjeet to pen- 
alty. • 

If the producer does not pres- 
ent either of these forms, the 
buyer to accepting the wheat 
must pay the penalty of 49 cents 
per bushel, which may be deduc- 
ted from the price paid the pro- 
ducer. The amount collected as 
penalty by the buyer must be 
remitted to the treasurer of the 
county association within 15 days. 
Toll wheat Is subject to this pen- 
alty on farms where a market- 
ing excess exists.
